RAF, BALLOON BARRAGE

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
NORTH AFRICA, Sept. 15 (AP).— 
Royal Air Force balloon 

crews went ashore witn American 
and British assault forces in the 
Salerno area of Italy to give the 
ground ¢roops and barges imme- 
diate protection from low-flying 
bombers, an R. A. F. statement re- 
lated today. 

“One detachment landed with 
their balloons in the Gulf of 
Salerno before daylight on invasion 
day,” the statement said, “and 
waded ashore through three and a 
hnhif feet of water carrying their 
balloons which they planted on the 
beach in a wave of heavy machine- 
gun and mortar fire.” 

R. A. F. service commandos also 
landed soon after the assault wave, 
ready to service Allied aircraft as 
soon as an airfield could be cap- 
tured and put into operation. 


65 TOLEDO SCHOOLS CLOSED 
BY AFL EMPLOYES’ STRIKE 


TOLEDO, O., Sept. 15 (AP).—A 
walkout of AFL maintenance em- 
ployes today closed 65 Toledo pub- 
lic school buildings and prevented 
40,000 children and 1200 teachers 
from attending classes. 
Spokesmen for the firemen and 
oilers, the engineers and the build- 
ing service employe unions said 
the unionists sought “cost-of-living 
adjustments” averaging $30 a 
month. The board of education 
contended it was without funds to 
grant an increase. Current wage 
scales were not announced. 

Carl Benson, president of the 
AFL Toledo Federation of Teach- 
ers, said the teachers, also seek- 
ing pay increases, would not join 
the strike but would refuse to 
cross picket lines.

Kuibyshevo, district center of the 
Zaporozhe region, and Pokrovsk- 
oye, district center of the Dnieper- 
opetrovsk region, along with over 
60 other populated places.

Britain Celebrates 
| Anniversary Almost 
Unmolested in Air.

LONDON, Sept. 15.—In the slang 
of the Royal Air Force fighter 
pilots, this Sept. 15 is “a piece of 
cake” compared with Sept. 15 three 
years ago. Then “Jerry had had 
it” after losing 185 planes, the 
largest number of aircraft ever 
shot down over Britain. 

Germany lost the battle of Brit- 
ain that September day. R. A. F. 
fighters flew from dawn to dusk 
against heavy odds as wave after 
wave of Luftwaffe daylight invad- 
ers tried to knock London and 
other ports off the map and failed 
so utterly that never since has 
the Luftwaffe dared to make day- 
light attacks in such strength. 

Late last night only one German 
airman—a Messerschmitt-109 pilot 
—ventured near England, and he 
died before the crash of Typhoon 
bullets, This brought total German 
airplane losses over Britain up to 
4251 since the war started, 211 
weeks ago. A total of 263 enemy 
planes have been shot down since 
the first of the year. 

Three years ago today, outnum- 
bered R. A. F. fighter pilots—the 
few to whom so many owe s0 
much—were flashing over Britain 
in one of the decisive battles of 
history. They roared aloft until 
the last drop of their fuel was gone 
and then they landed just long 
enough to refuel and begin again. 
Only 25 British fighters were lost 
for the 185 German losses, and of 
these 12 R. A. F, pilots were saved.

AT FIFTH ARMY HEADQUAR- 
TERS IN THE SALERNO AREA, 
Sept. 14 (Delayed).—Fighting side 
by side in the light of a full moon 
throughout last night and in the 
early morning hours, British and 
American troops stopped vicious 
German counterattacks which 
pushed with considerable force 
against the dead center of the Al- 

lied bridgehead on Salerno Bay. 

The enemy began the attack 
about nightfall, striking on the 
front in the area of the Sele and 
Calore Rivers and pounding toward 
the junction of the rivers. Infan- 
try units of the Sixteenth Panzer 
Grenadiers attempted to open gaps 
in the Allied Bridgehead line close- 
ly followed by Tiger tanks. The 
clear night air crackled with the 
sound of Allied machine and anti- 
tank guns reaching 'a screaming 
crescendo at midnight. 

For a few minutes the Allied line 
sagged under the weight of the 
strongest German thrust so far in 
the Salerno campaign. A few Ti- 
ger tanks broke through. But the 
doughboys and tommies fighting 
doggedly at close quarters blunted 
the spearhead shortly after mid- 
night. Then with the aid of naval 
guns offshore, whose deep-throat- 
ed roar suddenly joined in the 
macabre symphony, they stopped 
the German attack and pushed the 
enemy back.

Allied troops have beaten off 
fierce German attacks against the 
Salerno bridgehead in Italy, but 
were forced last night to yield 
some ground gained earlier, in or- 
der to straighten their lines. 

New support came to Lt. Gen. 
Mark W. Clark’s forces:from Al 
lied cruisers and destroyers which 


slammed shells into enemy posi- 
tions on the mainland throughout 
Tuesday and from the Northwest 
African Air Forces which hurled 
every plane at their command over 
the Salerno bridgehead for the 
greatest air attack in the history 
of the Mediterranean. Allied air- 
men flew more than 2000 sorties 
from dawn Tuesday to dawn today. 
Not a single plane was lost.

Isle of Capri Captured. 

A naval communique announced 
capture of the island of Capri west 
of Salerno. 

Capri was occupied by an Allied 
force Sunday afternoon, and de- 
fense of the island was lefé with 
Italian naval and military authori- 
ties co-operating with the Allies. 

British Eighth Army troops, 
speeding up the west coast toward 
a junction with the Fifth Army, 
drove through the village of Bel- 
vedere, 67 air miles from Agro- 
poli, to close the gap between the 
Allied forces to 80 miles of coast- 
line by land. 

The blazing battle of Salerno was 
in its seventh day. The Allied 
communique said: 

“Bitter fighting continues in the 
Fifth Army sector between Salerno 
and Agropoli. Determined coun- 
terattacks have been carried out 
by both sides. In some places our 
troops have been forced to yield 
ground, but new positions are be- 
ing consolidated and reinforce- 
ments continue to arrive rapidly. 

“The support provided by our 
naval units and our air forces was 
excellent.” 

Nazi Blow Against Center. 

Front-line dispatches said the 
Americans were launching strong 
counterassaults, stopping vicious 
Nazi thrusts against the dead cen- 
ter of the Allied bridgehead, and 
for the moment at least were 
weathering the gravest crisis in 
the Italian campaign. 

The Nazis managed to bring up 
more troops to the Salerno sector 
despite the concentrated pounding 
of roads by Allied aircraft, and

Germans Then Showed They Were Prepared 
to Defend Beaches — Shallow Water Kept 
Big Landing Craft From Shore.

ABOARD FLAGSHIP OF AIL- 
LIED AMPHIBIOUS FORCES, 
Bept. 9 (Delayed) (AP).—While 
the radios this morning were an- 
nouncing the celebration in Times 
Square of the Italian armistice, a 
great force of British and Ameri- 
can troops was being subjected to 
air and land artillery fire that 
made Sicily, seem like a Sunday 
school girls’ picnic. 

As the northern part of the in- 
vasion force passed the famed 
Isle of Capri last night, when the 
first news of the armistice was 
being received, we got our first air 
attack and, though weak, it forer 
east quite definitely what the 
beaches had in store for us. 

(The Isle of Capri is off the tip 
ef the Sorrento peninsula which 
separates the Bay of Naples and 
the Gulf of Salerno. The report 
that the northern part of the inva- 
gion fleet passed Capri indicates 
some Allied troops landed or at- 
tempted to land in the Bay of 
Naples, perhaps south of the big 
port. Correspondent Wagg appar- 
ently was with the southern part 
of the invasion fleet.) 

Just after dark we entered the 
Gulf of Salerno and were greeted 
by flares from aircraft and more 
raids. A few minutes later shore 
batteries from Sorrento tried to 
range the ships, but fell short. 
This, coming on top of the ra- 
dio-reported armistice, made it ob- 
vious that the Germans intended 
to fight to the finish. 

As midnight passed and day be- 
gan, this flagship and landing craft 
approached only to have the shore 
batteries break the ice of our sup- 
posed welcome with heavy shelling 
from the heights behind the 
beaches which reach upwards 4000 
feet. 

Zero Hour of Attack. 

The zero hour of our attack this 
morning was set for 3:30. At the 
appointed time of 3:15 the naval 
bombardment was focused a few 
miles south of Salerno, where 
sandy terrain and sharply receding 
beaches appeared perfect for land- 
ing. The bombardment, though 
reduced in amount on account of 
the armistice, still helped to draw 
shore fire, thus revealing the bat- 
tery positions. 

Shells from specially appointed 
ships burst along the first line of 
enemy defenses, which included 
barbed wire entanglements, forti- 
fied trenches and heavily concret- 
ed pill boxes. 

The troops were embarked, and 
several British units arrived right 
behind the terrifying wave of ex- 
plosives which cleared the way 
over limited fronts. The first Brit- 
ish troops in this sector, where 
wy. day we can see people in the 
streets of Salerno through binocu- 
lars, set foot ashore at 3:50 o’clock. 

As che troops sprang ashore, 
rifle and machine-gun fire echoed 
along the beaches, Waves of as- 
gault craft hit the beaches suc- 
cessively with increasingly bigger 
stuff following along. 


Hitch in Landing. 

As in Sicily, small landing craft 
hit the beaches first. After sap- 
pers cut a mine-free route across 
the beach, the enemy gunnery in- 
creased. The hitch here has been 
our inability to get iarger land- 
ing ships ashore and the small 
craft, which have been spending 
the morning ferrying troops, are 
dodging the fire of enemy land 
batteries. 

It was uncertain in the first 
hours whether our troops could es- 
tablish theinselves firmly. The 
lack of communications later was 
found to have bee: due to bomb’ 
damages to radios. ) 

With daylight, reports began to 
indicate that our troops ashore 
were getting a hold on this slice 
of lowland which. lies like a horse- 
shoe between the mountain back- 
ground and the southward ter- 
Train.

Hundreds of ships an- 
chored in the glassy waters of the 
gulf. They stretched as far as the 
eye could see and as each hour 
passed more arrived. They camé 
in great convoys and then anchored 
to wait their turn to go to beach. 

As vessels carrying troops,

Enemy Prepared. 

But the enemy guns in the hills 
back of the plain and beyond 
Salerno had the range of the beach 
and kept pouring shells into the 
landing areas and at the vessels 
heading for the beach. 

The enemy prepared for inva- 
sion on these beaches,'for they. 
were mined and the waters were 


cleared. 

Occasionally a floating mine 
would bob up among the ships and 
then the guns of the ships would 
open fire to explode it. 

The smoke was so thick that it 
hid the bright hot sun in the early 
morning and the beach was invis- 
ible a few hundred feet away. But 
when the smoke cleared, the ships 
opened up on the enemy batteries. 
Even our flagship took a crack at 
the enemy with a five-inch gun.

Occasionally tired men would 
slip down to the wardroom for a 
few minutes to get a hot cup of 
coffee and a sandwich. 

The drama and excitement of in- 
vasion had worn off after a few 
hours without sleep or rest and the 
job ahead was hard, gruelling work 
under terrific tension.

Nazis Keep High Ground, 


Despite strong naval and air

Eighth Army Progress. 

In Southern Italy, the Eighth 
Army’s advance to Belvedere rep- 
resented a 25-mile push beyond 
Cosenza, which had been an- 
nounced yesterday as its position. 

In the Taranto district on the 
heel, British forces liberated 300 
Allied prisoners, including two 
Greek Generals. The British came 
into contact with German forces at 
Gioia, about 2 miles northwest of 
Taranto. This was believed to 
have been a rear guard of ‘the Ger- 
man First Parachute Division en- 
countered earlier just north of 
Taranto. 

Other British ground troops op- 
erating on the heel of the boot 
were making rapid progress, Yes- 
terday a column advancing north 
from Brindisi was past Bari after 
an advance of 65 miles. 

Despite the Eighth Army’s rapid 
progress, military men said several 
days must elapse before Gen, Sir 
Bernard L. Montgomery's force 
could possibly reach the Salerno 
bridgehead and become a factor in 
the fighting there, particularly 
since it must bring up its own sup- 
plies. 

In addition, the German high 
command undoubtedly realizes the 
danger of its own position, if the 
Eighth Army reaches that area 
and throws its veteran troops into 
support of the Fifth Army, Thus 
it appeared likely the British would 
encounter even more extensive 
demolitions to retard it in the 80 
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miles of travel through rough 
country still ahead of ‘it. 


A substantial force including 
large elements of at least one 
German division is known to be re- 
treating ahead of the Eighth 
Army, but there has been no indi- 
cation yet that it might turn and 
try to bar Montgomery’s way. 

Instead, it is apparently being 
rushed north to join the onslaughts 
in the Salerno area. 


In the Taranto area, Italian 
troops were said to be continuing 
to assist Allied forces in extending 
their hold on and around the heel 
of Italy. : 
The Isle of Capri, captured by 
Allied forces, is known as the pearl 
of the Bay of Naplés and has often 
been the object of dispute and 
warfare as well as inspiration of 
song. 

Capri was inhabited in prehis- 
toric times. It was taken first by 
the Greeks and then by the Ro- 
mans. The Roman Emperor Au- 
gustus obtained it by purchase 
from the Neapolitans. The Em- 
peror Tiberius retired to Capri in 
27 A. D., building a number of vil- 
las dedicated to Roman gods. 

In 1806, during the Napoleonic 
wars, the island was taken by a 
British fleet under Sir Sidney 
Smith. The French under Gen. 
Maximilien Lamarque retook it 
two years later, however, and in 
1913 it was restored to Ferdinand 
I, King of the two Sicilies. 

In modern times, the island has 
become a tourist center. Its chief

NOT IN VITAL JOBS 


Message to Congress Fri- 
day Expected to Include 
His Attitude on Man- 
Power Problem. 


EXPLAINS CANADA'S 
RELEASING TROOPS 


Says Those Disbanded 
Were Home Guards 
in Service When Jap 
anese Were in Aleutians.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 15.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt is insisting that 
fathers classified for military serv- 
ice be drafted if they do not go 
into essential war work. 

At his press conference late yes- 
terday, he disclosed that he had 
discussed his plans with Demo- 
cratic congressional leaders and 
had arranged for Gen, Marshall, 
Chief of Staff, and Adm, King, 
Chief of Naval Operations, to go 
to the Capitol to talk about the 
necessities of supplying more men 
for industry and the armed serv- 
ices. 

The President’s attitude indicat- 
ed he probably would veto the bill 
if Congress passed the deferment 
proposal of Senator Wheeler of 
Montana or Chairman May of the 
House Military Affairs Committee. 

His views on this and other war 
topics probably will be included in 
a message to Congress’ Friday, 
-which he said would review the 
military situation. 

He declined to reveal what he 
had told the congressional leaders, 
but, when asked for his own views, 
he pointed out that, if a married 
man with children was in an es- 
sential industry, he would not be 
drafted. 

Many Fathers Laying Around. 

A good many fathers, he de- 
clared, are laying around—he said 
that was a good way. to put it— 
and are not in the Army or essen- 
tial industry. 

When a woman reporter chided 
him on his grammar, jhe said he 
preferred the perfectly ungram- 
matical way of doing it. 

“Would you call them ‘chronic 
layers’?” asked a facetious reporter 
who remembered that he had called 
Drew Pearson, the columnist, a 
chronic Har. This didn’t get a rise 
from the President or the report- 
ers. 

The President, continuing his 
thought about young fathers who 
refused to go into the Army or es- 
sential industries, said that he 
knew a great many of them right 
here in Washington. He made no 
distinction between pre-Pearl Har- 
bor and post-Pearl Harbor fathers, 
but conceded that experience had 
demonstrated that men over 38 
years old did not have the strength 
and stamina for military field 
work. 

There had been no discussion 
with congressional leaders, he said, 
about calling up classified men by 
age groups rather than by depend- 
ents. 

Mussolini Never Captured. 

The President disclosed that the 
Allies had never had their hands 
on Mussolini, when asked if he 
would comment on German reports 
that the former Italian dictator 
had been rescued. 

“Would you like to have your 
hands on him?” a reporter in- 
quired. The President said this 
raised a difficult question. 

As in previous press conferences, 
he said that negotiations for a 
three-power conference. with Mar- 
shal Stalin were going along all 
right. When he was reminded that 
he had said at a press conference 
more than a week ago that he ex- 
pected a definite answer from So- 
viet Russia within 48 hours, he re- 
plied that the word had reached 
him within that time. He declined 
to say what the reply was, laugh- 
ingly asking whether the reporters 
wanted names, dates and places. 
When told that was precisely what 
they wanted, he waved his hand, 
indicating that he had no intention 
of giving this information.

W ounded Returning 
From Battlefronts — 
Some Contain Complete 
Operating Equipment. 


The American Car and Foundry 
Co, plant at St. Charles has com- 
pleted one of the many unusual 
tasks delegated to wartime indus- 
try—the conversion.of 32 railway 
coaches into hospital cars, some 
complete with operating equip- 
ment, for the United States Army 


Medical Department. 
Some of the coaches, in peace- 
time, were club and lounge cars of 
crack trains. Some were “busi- 
ness” cars—the trade name for 
private coaches—one of them hav- 
ing been the property of Barbara 
Hutton, the Woolworth heiress. 
Now, so completely rehabilitated 
they look like new, freshly painted 
in olive drab and earing the Red 
Cross insignia, they will be used 
to transport war wounded, return- 
ing from the battlefronts, from 
American ports to Army and Navy 
hospital bases. 

The cars are of two kinds—ward 
cars, in which seriously wounded 
are borne in -doubledeck beds, 32 
at a time, and ward table cars, 
which accommodate 30, and are 
equipped with operating tables and 
apparatus, including medic~’ racks, 
steam sterilizing cabinets and 
sinks, for emergency “ases. 
Normally, they will be used in 
units of three—two ward cars and 
one ward table car—in 12 and 15- 
car trains. The rest of the trains 
will be made up of regular coaches

One feature of the hospital 
coaches stands out. In contrast to 
ordinary hospital wards, the color 
scheme is light tan instead of 
white. This is the result not only 
of the Army’s predilection for 
khaki tones, but also of a desire 
to make the cars as cheerful as 
possible, Both the walls and ceil- 
ings are painted tan, and the car- 
pet strip between the double tier 
of beds is patterned. 

Besides being air-conditioned and 
equipped with a number of such 


conveniences as waterglass-holders 
and ashtrays at each bed, the hos- 
pital cars also have blackout 
shades and small lights set into 
the walls near the floor. With 
the floor lights, operations can be 
performed, on the floor, while the 
train is halted during a blackout. 

The American Car & Foundry 
Co. is one of two firms in the coun- 
try—the other is the Pullman Co, 
~—which has received orders to 
make hospital cars. In peacetime, 
the company manufactured rail- 
way coaches, including some of 
the “business” cars which today 
are in the war.

Army Says Projectiles Penetrate Armor of 
Any Tank So Far in Action Against 
Allied Troo~s.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 15 (AP). 
—The Army’s secret bazooka made 
its first public appearance today 
at an Army show on the Wash- 
ington Monument grounds. 


Named by soldiers, it is an anti- 
tank rocket gun which the Army 
says “has proved as effective an 
instrument of destruction against 
thick brick walls, rock masonry, 
structural steel and railroad rails 
as it has against enemy tanks.” 


Product of long experiment, the 
bazooka’s mechanism was a mili- 
tary secret until today, although 
it has been known by name since 
the North African campaign: 

The Army now gives this descrip- 
tion: 

“The ‘bazooka’ launcher, or gun, 
is a metal tube somewhat more 
than 50 inches in length and less 
than three inches in diameter. it 
is open at botn ends. Attached 
to the tube are a shoulder stock 
and front and rear grips for the 
firer, together with sights and an 
electric battery which sets off the 
rocket propelling charge when the 
launcher trigger is squeezed. 

“The launcher is operated by a 
two-man soldier team—one_ the 
firer, the other the loader. 


“After the loader has inserted 
the rocket in the launcher, he 
turns a contact lever to the ‘fire’ 
position, signals ‘ready’ to the 
f.rer, and then drops down and 
away from the rear end of the 
launcher and grasps a new rocket. 


“When the firer squeezes the 
trigger, the rocket propelling 
charge is ignited and flashes from 
the rear of the launcher tube, 


“The rocket itself is heavier than 
the hand grenade and is nearly two 
feet long. Its appearance is that 
of a small, elongated aircraft 
bomb. Its components are an ex- 
plosive head, propelling charge 
powder tube and finned tail, the 
latter providing accuracy in fligit. 


“The ‘bazooka’ supplements, 
rather than supersedes, other weap- 
ons. It is standard equipment for 
certain classes of troops. .Raiding 
groups, tank-hunting parties and 
reconnaissance elements have re- 
ported it highly effective. It has 
been used with success by landing 
parties in neutralizing pillboxes.” 


The Army said the projectile is 
capable of piercing the armor of 
any tank which so far has been in 
action against Allied troops. The 
weapon is now being supplied in 
quantity, it was said, to American 
and other United Nations forces.

McNarney told the committee he 
could not give publicly figures on 
the number of adequately trained 


men that still are in this country,

Under questioning by Senator 
Austin (Rep.), Vermont, McNarney 
said there now are about one and 
a half million married men in the 


Army, of whom about 700,000 are 
fathers. 

Gen. McNarney was the first of a 
procession of high Army and Navy 
officials called before the Senate 
Military Committee to testify on 
the need for further enlargement 
of our fighting forces. 

Congressional leaders have indi- 
cated the decision on whether to 
defer or end the general drafting 
of fathers will hinge on high com- 
mand “justification” for such en- 


largement. 


Italy’s Collapse Not a Factor. 

Gen. McNarney said the 7,700,- 
000-man Army figure had been ap- 
proved by his chief, Gen. George 
C, Marshall. McNarney added: 

“The collapse of Italy does not 
affect these figures.” 

He said that on Sept. 1 the 
Army’s strength was approximate- 
ly 7,300,000 officers and men, In- 
ductions for the rest of the year, 
he said, will vary from 145,000 to 
175,000 a month, but he explained 
the apparent average was caused 
by the fact it was necessary to in- 
duct some 75,000 men a month 
merely to keep the Army up to 
current strength, because of dis- 
charges, casualties and similar 
losses of effectives. , 

“Any curtailment, reduction or 
postponement of an Army of 7,- 
700,00 on Dec, 31, 1943, will neces- 
sitate a change in our strategical 
commitments,” McNarney testified. 

“Whoever initiates such a change 
must assume the grave responsibil- 
ity for ignoring the considered 
judgment of our military leaders 
arrived at after careful and pro- 
longed studies.” 

McNarney made no direct refer- 
ence in his presentation to the 
Wheeler bill to defer the induction 
of pre-Pearl Harbor fathers until 
the first of the year. The author, 
Senator Wheeler (Dem.), Montana, 
who has said he would press for 
an early vote on the measure, 
listened intently to the testimony. 

Also sitting with the Senate 
committee were Chairman May 
(Dem.), Kentucky, and other’mem- 
bers of the House Military Com- 
mittee. , 


Needed to Carry Out Quebec Plans 
McNarney said the 7,700,000-man 
Army was needed “to carry out the 
strategical missions which were 
determined upon at the Quebec 
conference.” The figure includes 
190,000 nurses and Wacs, he said. 
“I know that you gentlemen will 
not indulge in the wishful think- 
ing that because of our recent suc- 
cess in North Africa and Sicily 
we can now coast to victory,” 
McNarney said at the outset. 
“To combat this dangerous and 
slipshod thinking which can only 
prolong the war I hope that I can 
arm you with information concern- 
ing the task ahead and the means 
required to do the job. 
“The facts present a sober pic- 


: 
ture.” 


He asserted that despite air-won 
successes, the United States must 
continue to develop both ground 
and air strength “at the maximum 
possible rate.” 


No Room for Complacency. 

The latest estimates of Axis 
ground power do not leave any 
room for complacency, he said. 

“Despite losses on the Russian 
front, in Africa and ih the Pacific, 
latest estimates, assuming all of 
Italy’s divisions to be out of the 
war, place the total of Axig di- 
visions — German, Japanese and 
satellite—at only 14 less than were 
available in 1942 while Italy was 
still an active and important Axis 
partner,” he said. 

“It is known that Germany and 
Japan both have instituted the 
most vigorous measures to mobil- 
ize all of their available military 
power. Such measures are far 
more extreme than anything to 
which the United States has even 
given the most scant considera- 
MGs ae 

Backing up his story of the 
need for more men, McNarney 
said all our operations in this 
war start in as amphibious oper- 
ations which require a maximum 
of forces. Also, as the war pro- 
gresses and our lines of communi- 
cation are lengthened, our logis- 
tical problems tend te become 


more complicated, while those of 
the enemy are simplified. 

McNarney said of the father- 
draft issue that he thought “it 
would be a mistake to exempt any 
one class.” 


ICKES RETURNS 167 MORE COAL 
MINES TO PRIVATE OPERATION 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 15 (AP).— 
Interior Secretary Ickes announced 
yesterday the Coal Mines Adminis- 
tration had returned to private op- 
eration an additional 167 coal mines 
belonging to 100 companies. Their 
release from Government control 
brought to 854 the total returned 
to private possession since Aug, 21. 
The mines were taken over by 
the Governinent for operation dur- 
ing the strikes earlier this year. 

Mines thus far released have an 
estimated annual production of 
216,113,394 tons, or more than 82 
per cent of estimated 1943 pro- 
duction requirements.’ Of the to- 
tal, 39 are anthracite mines, the 
remainder bituminous. They are 
located in 25 states, 

Also released were the properties 
of 153 compénies whose mining 
activities have been abandoned. 
Ickes said 136 of the companies 
ceased coal mining activities be- 
fore the Government took posses- 
sion and 17 others quit business

WASHINGTON, Sept. 15 (AP).— 
Arrest in Newark, N. J., of John 
da Silva Purvis, 43-year-old Portu- 
guese citizen, on charges that he 
acted as a spy for Germany was 
announced today by Director J. 
Edgar Hoover of the Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigation. 

Hoover said Purvis transmitted 
information to his “principals” in 
Europe, and on two occasions re- 
ceived cash payments for his serv- 
ices. 

Purvis allegedly began his espi- 
onage activities early in 1942, when 
he was contacted by a crew mem- 
ber of a neutral vessel who had 
been recruited by the German in- 
telligence service. 

Hoover said Purvis admitted un- 
der questioning he had received a 
letter by courier from a represen- 
tative of the German espionage 
service in Europe, and that he 
sent a reply back by the same per- 
son who delivered the message to 
him.

NEWARK, N. J., Sept. 15 (AP).

near Salerno because it provided 
a direct approach to Naples. The 
Germans naturally concentrated 
tanks and artillery in the neigh- 
borhood and manned pillboxes in 
force, but their mine work was 
strangely poor—much poorer than 
would normally be expected. 


On a good part of our beach we 
barely managed to hang on until 
some artillery got ashore and the 
Navy helped us with heavy fire. 
For a considerable time, all land- 
ings were stopped by artillery 
placed in surrounding hills. 


The suggestion that we might 
have silenced enemy guns and 
tanks by naval artillery prepara- 
tion is refuted by the fact that we 


could not have found them in the 
darkness before they started firing. 

Whether we could have used 
naval gunfire earlier if communica- 
tions had been better is another 
question. 

On all such operations communi- 
cations between ground troops, 
ships and aircraft are most diffi- 
cult for the simple reason that 
radios do not always function well. 
It does seem, however, that we still 
have a lot to learn about signaling 
under fire and liaison between the 
different branches of the service.

branch. The Legislature makes the laws. 


F as great importance as a revision of the Constitutional pro- 
visions governing the executive branch of the State Government, 
if not greater, is revision of those controlling the legislative 


Every individual in the 


State is entitled to equal representation in the Legislature with every 
other citizen and should be militantly interested in getting that 


representation. 

Under the present Constitution, 
the State is so gerrymandered that 
a large majority of the citizens are 
victims of an unfair discrimina- 
tion, politically and economically. 
In fact, the gerrymander amounts 
to virtual disfranchisement of a 
majority of the citizens in legisla- 
tive affairs. 

Failure of the present Constitu- 
tion to set up protective rules for 
legislative procedure has permit- 
ted the development of committee 
secrecy rules and a policy of “leg- 
islative courtesy” under which the 
welfare of the state as a whole 
frequently is ignored and legisia- 
tion is controlled by special inter- 
est lobbyists. : 


Three Broad Problems. 


The broad subjects touching the 
Legislature which will come before 
the Convertion are: 

Shall the two-house system of 
legislation be retained or shall 
Missouri adopt the unicameral 
system? 

Shall the apportionment dis- 
crimination be corrected? 

Shall such legislative rules be 
set out in the Constitution as 
are necessary to make every 
step of legislation open and pub- 
lic, and prevent control by mi- 
norities and secret committees? 
The proposal for the adoption 
of the unicameral system — one 
house of possibly not more than 
50 members instead of the present 
Senate with 34 and House of Rep- 
resentatives with 150—will be a 
major issue before the convention, 
supported strongly by some dele- 
gates. and opposed, strongly by 
most of the delegates who have 
been members of the Legislature. 
An innovation in the United 
States, the unicameral legislature 
has been adopted in only one state 

—Nebraska, in 1936—where there js 
still a difference of opinion as to 
its merits. It is advocated by many 
students of government, including 
thé National Municipal League, 
which recommended its adoption 
in the league’s “model Constitu- 
tion.” It is generally opposed by 
persons of legislative experience, 
even those who are conscious of 
the faults of the bicameral system. 

The principal arguments ad- 
vanced in its favor are that one 
legislative body of moderate size, 
the members of which are elected 
on non-partisan ballots, will be 
more deliberative, will consist of 
higher-type members, and will.act 
more promptly and more effi- 
ciently. 

Its opponents contend that haste 
in legislation is likely to mean bad 
legislation, and that the check 
which one house has on the other 
in the bicameral system will out- 
weigh any advantages that the uni- 
cameral might seem to have. 


Study by Prof. Trimble. 


Dr. Bruce R. Trimble, professor 
of law and political science at the 
University of Kansas City, has 
made an exhaustive study of the 

i 


subject and has prepared a report 
of his research work for submis- 
sion to the convention for its con- 
sideration. ape 

Dr. Trimble, who said he ap- 
proached the subject with an open 
mind, reached an opiniong strongly 
favorable to the unicameral. He 
holds fhe view that the argument 
that a one-house body leads to 
hasty and ill-considered action 
breaks down in view of the fact 
that experience has shown that in 
virtually all two-house legislatures 
the work piles up at the end of 
the session and much important 
legislation is acted on without care- 
ful consideration. 

The “buck passing” common to 
two-house legislatures would not 
be possible, he said, and legisla- 
tors’ practice of introducing and 
pushing bills as political maneu- 
vers in one house, knowing they 
will be killed in the other, would 
end. 

“The centralization of responsi- 
bility in one house,” he said, “is 
more important than the check 
and balance effect of two houses.” 


Municipal League Proposals. 

The National Municipal League’s 
“model Constitution” contains 
many provisions applicable to the 
bicameral, some of them of un- 
doubted merit in promoting teste 
lative efficiency. 

A provisfon, which is dn effect 


has just been adopted in Missouri 
in limited form, is the creation of | 
a Legislative Council, charged witlt 
the duty of conducting research 
work for the Legislature, and 
making recommendations for leg- 
islation. 

A recommendation for propor- 
tional representation would be 
new in state legislative bodies, al- 
though it has been adopted in a 
number of municipalities. It 
could be on the basis of political 
or economic groups. If seriously 
considered by the convention, 
which is extremely doubtful, it will 
meet with strong opposition on 
the ground that it would tend to 
government by a combination of 
minority groups and would make 
the placing of responsibility diffi- 
cult, 

A valuable provision in the 
league’s model is one requiring 
advance notice of one week of all 
committee hearings, with a state- 
ment of all matters to be consid- 
ered, be published in the Journal. 
Such a requirement would elimi- 
nate the practice of committees 
meeting in secret and acting on 
measures without the knowledge 
of those interested. 

In Nebraska, the size of the one 
house is limited to 43 members. 
Most advocates of the system hold 
the view the number should not 
exceed 50.

SHIFT IN BALANCE OF ARMIES

YEAR ago, as the Germans

he gates of Alexandria, Sec- 
retary of War Stimson. pointed out 
that Axis forces in the European- 
African theater of war numbered 
almost 500 divisions. An unofficial 
estimate at that time divided these 
as follows: 320 Germans, 85 Italian, 
18 Bulgarian, 12 Finnish, 6 Croat, 
2 Slovak, 25 Rumanian, 14 Hun- 
garian, and the Spanish “Blue” 
division, a total of 483 divisions. 


Today, how greatly has this total 
been diminished! The Italian Army 
is lost to Germany; some of its 
remnants are indeed fighting 
against Germany. The Rumanian 
and Hungarian armies have been 
all but destroyed in Russia; Ger- 
Many can count on no more mili- 
tary aid from those sources. The 
value of the Bulgarian Army to 
Germany remains uncertain, to say 
the least. The Finns can perhaps 
be counted on to continue to op- 
pose any Russian invasion of their 
territory, but for nothing more, 
and Finland is certainly trying to 
get out of the war if anything like 
acceptable terms can be arranged. 
Panic is reported sweeping Slo- 
vakia, and the “Blue” division will 
almost certainly go home to Spain.

The German Army today can count 
on perhaps 300 divisions of its 
own, plus a few Croat divisions 
useful mainly for police and gar- 
rison duty in the Balkans. 


Even if events prove that it can 
also count on the Bulgars, the Ger- 
man power in Europe has been cut 
by one-third in a single. year. 


Meanwhile, the fighting strength 
prof Germany’s enemies has _  in- 
creased greatly. The Russians 
have, of course, sustained severe 
casualties, but ptobably not as 
heavy casualties as the Germans 
during this past year.

S we look back in retrospect 
A on Italy’s venture into the war, 
we begin to understand with 
increasing clarity just why Italy’s 
failure was so complete. 

It was not lack of ambition that 
carried Italy down, nor lack of 
courage, nor even lack of strength. 
Fascist Italy brought considerable 
strength to the war. As Fascist 
Italy and Nazi Germany combined 
against England back in 1940, it 
was England, not Italy, that ap- 
peared weak. 

Italy failed because Italy was 
unable to do the one thing that 
would have been a unique Italian 
contribution to Axis arms. 

Italy was unable to control the 
Mediterranean. 

It will be many years before his- 
torians are done discussing the 
“might have beens” that would 
have arisen had the Italian fleet 
been able to perform as well as 
that. fleet's paper strength 
promised. 

The Axis was in fact able to 
close the .mid-Mediterranean — to 
out the “life line of the British 

As a result, India and 
Australia were isolated, and the 
East Indies left defenseless. This 
factor was perhaps the compelling 
argument that swayed Japan to 
the fateful decision to attack. Sup- 
pose Gibraltar and Suez had been 
closed as well. Suppose Britain 
had been driven out of the Medi- 
terranean. Then there would have 
been no Alamein, no Tunisia, no 
Sicily—no American troops on the 
Mediterranean front. And there 
would have been no Italian capitu- 
lation in September, 1943. 

Italy’s failure to dominate the 
Mediterranean is at bottom the 
failure of the Italian fleet,

N analyzing the causes of this 

failure, the usual snap judgment 
Says merely that the Italians 
“can’t fight.” But the causes go 
deeper than this. Italy’s navy 
proved ineffectual because it was 
never constituted as a modern navy 
must be constituted. It was struc- 
turally out of date, even though it 
posSessed very modern — ships. 
Italy’s navy had no aircraft 
carriers, 

Italy, like Germany, was under 
the spel] of air power extremists 
who promised much more than 
they could produce. One would 
think that the advocates of air 
power would have been the first 
to insist that the Italian navy have 
a strong force of carriers. But 
curiously enough, aviation extrem- 
ists have a phobia against the use 
of ships in any form, and a con- 
viction that the only effective air 
power is that based on land.

S the Sicilian campaign drew

course, was that ships already were 
waiting to take them back to the 
States. That one was so old I 
don’t think half the»men will be- 
lieve it’s true when the war ends, 
and they actually do start back..: 

Other rumors had them staying 
in Sicily as occupation troops, go- 
ing to England, going to China, 
and—ugly thought—going right on 
as the spearhead of the next in- 
vasion, 

Some people worry about such 
rumors that constantly sweep our 
armies, but personally I think they 
are harmless. When the Army 
doesn’t have women, liberty, ice 
cream, beer or clean clothes, it 
certainly has to have something to 
look forward to, even if only a 
faint hope for some kind of change 
that lies buried in an_ illogical 
rumor. 

In fact, I don’t know how we 
would endure without our rumors.

About Civilization. 
A FEW days after the Sicilian 


campaign ended I went back 
to Palermo to get in touch 
with what we jokingly call civili- 
zation.

Amold Says Bombing Will Beat 
Germany if Allies Can Act at Once 


Early Victory Depends on Whether Enough 
Planes Can Be Flown to England in Next 
Few Weeks, He Believes.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 15. 
chief of the Air Corps, has come 
England convinced that Germany 


can be knocked out of the war by bombing IF—and it’s one of 


the biggest IFS of the entire war—sufficient additional planes can 
be flown to Britain in the next few weeks. 


Furthermore, Gen. Arnold be- 
lieves that unless this opportunity 
is seized, the war in Europe is 
likely to continue longer than any- 
one now believes. The Nazis, he 
reported, are working on new de- 
fenses and already they have made 
mass bombing far more costly than 
it was six months ago. 

If their progress in defense con- 
tinues, the large-scale raids recent- 
ly made on Hamburg and Berlin 
may become impossible. This co- 
incides with information which 
this writer was given on an off- 
the-record basis in England by top 
British airmen. These men be- 
lieved in June that doubling the 
number of planes then in England 
would do the trick, but they add- 
ed gloomily that they saw no signs 
that any such drastic, dramatic 
step was being taken. Instead 
other theaters of war had made 
their demands for increased ma- 
terial felt in the Roosevelt-Church- 
hill conference that had just taken 
place in Washington. 

This golden opportunity coin- 
cided with the wave of confidence 
that came over the country fol- 
lowing on the victories first in 
Tunisia and then in Sicily. The 
idea spread that the war was near- 
ing an end. What the Baruch re- 
port described as “peace jitters” 
was one of the contributing causes 
to a first-class man-power short- 
age. 


A Major Crisis. 


It is possible that from the per- 
spective of history this may seem 
to have been one of the major 
crises of the world conflict. The 
Nazis seemingly are gambling that 
the German people will hold gut 
ve the bombing until a de- 
fengse can be perfected, that lines 
can be shortened and a protracted 
war of position waged which will 
guarantee at least a stalemate. 

This explains a great deal that 
is happening in Russia and it ex- 
plains tthe desperately fierce Ger- 
man resistance in the Salerno 
area. The latter is a rearguard 
action to enable the main Nazi

“The Germans are a damned 
clever people. .They’re working | 
night and day to find some way to 
stop the bombing.

Psychological Letdown. 

Gen. Arnold is considering ways 
and means of arousing the coun- 
try to the need for greater pro- 
duction. He is acutely aware of 
the fact that airplane plants have 
not been on schedule. The failure, 
for lack of man power, to produce 
40 bombers in Boeing’s Seattle 
plant—enough to offset the losses 
in a mass raid—illustrates what 
is keeping the Air Corps head 
awake nights. 

Here in Washington there are 
reports of a psychological letdown 
among Government workers, in- 
cluding both top and bottom ley- 
ers. There seems to be a feeling 
that the war is soon to end and 
therefore it is important to get 
a job in private industry. 

The same psychology has per- 
vaded war contractors, according 
to reports here. The desire to un- 
load war business and convert to 
peace was so strong and so many 
contractors were coming to Wash- 
ington to see what could«be ar- 
ranged that Under Secretary of 
War Robert Patterson considered, 
shortly before he took off on his 
flight around the Pacific,” calling 
a meeting of all top war producers 
to warn them of the tough going 
still ahead.

INFLATION FRONT COMMUNIQUE. 
The past week has brought fair weather as well 


| as a storm warning on the inflationary front. OPA 
General Manager Chester Bowles produces his first | 


progress report after two months on the job, and 
puts the subsidy problem up to Congress. The com- 
ing weeks will test his ability, but at last it looks 
as if a man with tough-mindedness and rolled-up 
sleeves has tackled cost of living problems with a 
will to lick them. 

WLB, however, showed a sign of weakening. ‘That 
it has held at all with so little help from price con- 
trol in fighting the inflationary tornado is a minor 
miracle.

The question is not whether the Little Steel 
formula is as just as Solomon. Those who fight 
economic battles cannot always choose their own 
ground. But the line has been held by WLB, except 
to correct sub-standard living conditions, and for 
that reason elasticity in the name of a man-power 
shortage is perturbing. 

The success of WLB was proved even before the 
President’s “sanctions” order giving it greater au- 
thority over and striking power against recalcitrants. 
This has been due to a singleness of purpose not 
as apparent elsewhere in Washington; to its. bal- 
anced representation of those elements most con- 
cerned with its decisions; to the fact that it has 
WLB’s operation has

regardless of pressure or serious imbalance on the 
concomitant price front, has been reaffirmed in al- 
most every decision. At no time has it flinched 
from public scrutiny, even when there were squab- 
bles among its members. 

OPA, on the other hand, was usually conducted as 
though the public was too dense to understand its 
problems, or else as if its secrets were too impor- 
tant to be revealed. Instead of operating in the 
public eye, it was a mote—and worse, a cinder in it. 
Further, few felt that its officials had their minds 
on the game. : 

Prentiss Brown gtepped into the pillory, after 
Henderson had bequeathed him icebag and aspirin, 
and was soon almost shruggingly hopeless of actu- 
ally rolling back prices.

Despite the President’s insistence—along with men 
like Bernard Baruch—that rollback was possible 
with a. broad subsidy program, defeatism spread in 
Washington. Lou Maxon further disgraced OPA, 
while Senator Taft, sometimes a votary of nine- 
teenth century economics, actually advocated “con- 
trolled” price rises with a suggestion that they 
might be a healthy thing for the nation. 

“No sensible person would seek a job of this 
kind,” said Chester Bowles at the press conference 
he called four hours after he took over as business 
manager. After 18 months as OPA Administrator 
for Connecticut, he knew the problems well enough 
to make a flying tackle at them. He reorganized 
the office; he decentralized, feeling OPA could not 
be run entirely from Washington. He hag scrapped 
the legal department, promised more OPA facts and 


ising decline in food prices since last July (though 
some of it is seasonal), and made sound proposals 
for Government purchase and resale, to nail some 
staple prices at their source, as well as transporta- 
tion subsidies. He seems to have the bravery to 
match his energy. ° 

OPA is not set up to win a popularity contest. 
But neither is WLB, nevertheless no squalling or- 
phan on the public doorstep as OPA has been. An 
OPA rebuilt by Bowles, foundation to chimney, may 
come close to rolling back prices to last Septem- 
ber’s level, can do a trail-blazing job with the re- 
spect of the people and of Congress. Then only will 
it take its rightful place with a sensible tax pro- 
gram and WLB as the strong arms staving off in- 
flation,

Wonder who the Missouri Republicans are taking 
their Q from? 
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MR. COCHRAN MAKES GOOD A PROMISE. 

When he was interviewed four weeks ago in the 
hospital where he was recovering after amputation 
of both legs within a six-month period, Congress- 
man John J. Cochran of St, Louis looked toward the 
national Capitol and told a Post-Dispatch writer: 
“T’ll be there on the job when Congress convenes 
Sept. 14 if I have to be there in a wheelchair.” 

Yesterday was Sept. 14, and Representative Coch- 
ran was present in Congress, as he had promised. 
He sat in a wheel chair, but with the incorrigible 
optimism of a dauntless spirit, he assured friends 
that he “never felt better” in his life. He was on 
the job, too, presenting to Congress petitions signed 
by Missouri citizens, just as he has been doing con- 
stantly in hig almost 18 years of Federal service. 

Not all the examples of physical courage are to 
be found on the battlefields. Not all the instances 
of disabled men adjusting themselves gallantly to 
the cruel necessities of life-saving surgery are to 
be found in the military hospitals. Jack Cochran, 
an indomitable public servant, has given a dem- 
onstration of both. 
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ROSENMAN BACK TO WASHINGTON. 

Those who have shaken their heads over the drift 
to the Right within the administration, who have 
read dodo-death for the New Deal and extinction of 
its social-conscious character into recent Washing- 
ton shake-ups, are looking a little less glum these 
days. Not much—remembering the departure of 
Thurman Arnold, Milo Perkins, Rosenthal, Welles, 
LeCron and others. But they can manage a few 
tight smiles. 

The Detroit and Chicago speeches of Wallace, they 
noted, drew great crowds, and the latter out-pulled 
the previous Roosevelt record.

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THAT QUESTIONNAIRE TO WILLKIE. 

When Missouri Republican leaders addressed their 
elaborate questionnaire to Wendell L. Willkie, the 
1940 candidate quickly agreed to appear in St. Louis 
later this month to answer the queries. Now, how. 
ever, a hitch has developed: the questioners want 
him to give his replies publicly, and he declines with 
the remark, “They aren’t going to put Willkie on 
the spot.” 

Ordinarily, Mr. Willkie has no objection to stat- 
ing his views in public, but there are several obvious 
reasons for his reluctance to do so in this instance. 
First, there’s the tricky nature of the question- 
naire, which has been artfully devised by the G. O. P. 
leaders in the best “Are you still beating your wife?” 
manner of cross-examination. The quiz is plainly 
of hostile intent, with some prize examples of wit- 
ness-baiting, such as this pair: 

Do you believe that it is desirable for America 
to permit flooding our country with alien indi- 
viduals and alien ideas? If so, what effect to 


you think this would have on our particular 
civilization? 


Mr. Willkie is abundantly on record with his an- 
swers to any fair and sensible question about Amer- 
ica’s foreign relations and the postwar world. He 
set forth hig ideas about them in a book, “One 
World,” which has broken best-seller records. He 
has made radio speeches, written articles and given 
interviews, Then why are the Missouri Republican 
chiefs so concerned about putting him-through an 
inquisition on those subjects? 

Above all, why isn’t the G. O. P. quiz program 
broadened to include such other prospective party 
candidates as Gov. Dewey and Gov. Bricker, to 
mention only two? To smoke out their views on 
foreign relations and the postwar world would really 
satisfy some public curiosity. Everybody knows 
where Willkie stands, but who knows where Dewey 
stands, except for a military alliance with England, 
or where Bricker stands, except on the fefice? 
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BACK TOWARD THE DNIEPER. 
The Soviets are piling victory on victory. Now 
it’s Bryansk. 
With German evacuation of that railroad core

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MR. ROOSEVELT’S LECTURE TO CONGRESS. 

When Congress re-assembled yesterday, it was 
greeted by a stern, indignant and deserved lecture 
by the Presidgént. Its subject was the method ap- 
proved by both houses for driving out of Federal 
service three officialsa—Dr. Robert Morss Lovett, 
William E. Dodd Jr. and Goodwin B. Watson—on 
the unsupported charges of membership in subver- 
sive organizations, That method was to attach the 
dismissals in the form of a rider to an important 
appropriations bill, and so virtually to coerce the 
President into approving it. 

When he signed the bill last July, Mr. Roosevelt 
expressed acute displeasure, and promised to detail 
his objections in a special message when Congress 
reconvened, That message came yesterday, and it 
was a blanket denunciation of the action as “an 
unwarranted encroachment upon the authority of 
both the executive and the judicial branches under 
our Constitution.” The executive branch wag com- 
pelled to assent in this instance, or else delay a bill 
vital to conduct of the war, and the judicial branch 
had no chance to act on the condemnation of these 
men, who had no semblance of a trial. 

This brings up again, not only the witch-hunting 
technique of the Kerr committee—which Congress, 
to its shame, blindly accepted—but also the unfair- 
ness of the legislative trick known as a rider, 

By this method, a cause too weak to travel on its 
own legs is put over on the country by being hitched 
to an important bill. This slick device deprives the 
President of his veto power provided by the Con- 
stitution. It is law-making by pure shysterism. 
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MISSOURI’S SIX-GOVERNOR SYSTEM. 

Should Missouri have six separate Governors, each 
functioning independently in his sector of the State's 
business and subject to little if any control by the 
man who. bears the title of chief executive? Or 
should this State have a Governor endowed with 
the full authority that should go with responsibility, 
a Governor advised and assisted by other State offi- 
cials, but not dominated by them? 

The first type of setup is what Missouri now has, 
and it was fully described in yesterday’s article in 
the Constitutional Convention series being published 
by the Post-Dispatch. In certain important func- 
tions, as matters now stand, the Governor has no 
control over five other elected and theoretically sub- 
ordinate officials. The result has often been con- 
fusion and deadlock. 

The second type of setup is what the coming ‘con- 
vention can create for the people of Missouri, if it 
will. That is, it can provide for the other depart- 
ment heads to be chosen by the Governor, just as 
the President of the United States now selects his 
Cabinet. Such a reform would mean a sound inte- 
gration of State government, and also a shortening 
of the ballot which now serves to confuse all too 
many voters. 

The public, by and large, will favor this obvious 
and sensible change. It will be opposed by the 
office-holders and the politicians, both eager to re- 
tain their personal and partisan control of the State’s 
business. If the convention should hesitate to take 
the public’s view in considering this important issue, 
the popular will should not delay in making its 
wishes known,

What’s Wrong at the City Jail?

Many things are wrong with institution’s methods, former city 
official says; hardened criminals and first offenders are mingled; 
idleness causes nerve tension, even madness; personnel untrained in 
prison technique; writer urges public demand more humane system.

T is surprising how few people have 

any concept of a jail. They know vague- 

ly that there are jails because they have 
read about criminals being thrown into jail. 
But they have never seen a jail; they would 
be at a loss to tell you where the jail is, 
how many inmates are confined there or 
what they do with their time in jail. 


St. Louis has its jail, It was built in 
1924, in Mayor Kiel’s term of office. It is 
a substantial building, and not out of ar- 
chitectural harmony with the stone struc- 
tures that surround it. 


Jails, in the opinion of the man in the 
street, are set up to prevent crime and to 
reform people. The punishment of life be- 
hind bars, deprived of liberty, should some- 
how or other bring the criminal to his 
senses, make him see the error of his ways 
and effect a magic change in his life. But 
crimes reported to have occurred in jails 
and the improper handling of prisoners 
there should shock the common man, no 
matter how you explain it; no matter who 
bears the guilt of the crime. There must 
be something wrong! 


Questions About the System. 


St. Louis is spending $88,000 annually to 
support its City Jail, to carry out its func- 
tion of controlling crime and criminals. 
How, the common man asks, explain re- 
ports of crime in the jail? Is there some- 
thing wrong in the handling of the prison- 
ers in the jail? Is there something wrong 
with our system? . 

There is something wrong. The gray 
stone building with its barred windows is 
a grim and a ghastly reminder of man’s in- 
humanity to man. Jails are not what they 
seem to be from their exterior. If one 
doubts such a statement, let me briefly de- 
scribe our City Jail. 


The St. Louis City Jail is a six-story 
building. The five upper floors house the 
prisoners. Two guards are assigned to each 
of these floors. There are four tiers per 
floor, 


New prisoners are kept temporarily on 
the second floor until they are assigned a 
definite tier and cell, There is a special 
tier on the fifth floor for prisoners suf- 
fering from venereal diseases. Negro pris- 
oners occupy tiers on the fourth and fifth 
floors. The women are kept in tiers on 
the sixth floor, with Negro women in one 
tier, white women in the other. 


Mingling of Prisoners 


There is no separation or classification 
by age or alleged crime, In one and the 
same tier you may find men 60 years old 
mingling with boys of 17 and 18; in that 
same tier there are murderers, rapists and 
offenders by petit larceny. Hardened crim- 
inals are the companions of startled youths 
who have come into conflict with the law 
for the first time. They eat, sleep and live 
in such close proximity that it is impossi- 
ble to avoid one another. 


On all floors, except the fifth and sixth, 
the tiers resemble a long runway into 
which the cells open. The runway is ap- 
proximately 60 feet long and not more than 
10 feet wide. Each tier has about 40 men. 
In the runway there are long tables where 
all meals are served, The only time a pris- 
oner leaves the tier is for religious services, 
held in a large room on the sixth floor. 

There is no time or place for exercise. 
Prisoners walk up and down the runway, 
crowded though it may be, for sheer ne- 


cessity of limbering up after days and 
months of sitting and sleeping,-for there 
is absolutely nothing to do in the City Jail, 
no work, save for a certain group called 
trusties, who assist the cook or who have 
charge of mopping the floors, 


A great majority of prisoners never have 
the least opportunity to exercise by work 
or to employ their time to any good pur- 
pose. For days and weeks and months 
they sit and wait, sit and wait. Hope rises 
and falls, nerves become tense; then they 
relax in the fact of useless anticipation 
of tomorrow. There is nothing to do, notb- 
ing to hope for, nothing to live for. They 
try to bear it as well as possible. 


Some Inmates Go Mad. 


It has long been a surprise to me that 
more men and women, living in such re 
stricted quarters, with no occupation what- 
ever, have not gone completely mad. Some- 
times they do, 


At this time, there is a young woman, 
17 years old, confined in the City Jail. 
She has been there for two months; she 
is six months pregnant and is, therefore, in 
a delicate condition, She receives no more 
attention than the prisoners with whom 
she is confined. She ig being held as a 
material witness of a crime, The real 
offenders in the case are out on bond. 
They happen to have money; she is a poor 
girl with no one to assist her. 


You and I never hear about our jail 
because it is filled with the poor who have 
no defender, no one to plead their cause. 
We actually give better care and attention 
to animals at the Zoo. The animals are in 
he charge of experts who understand their 
ways, their individual likes and dislikes, 
their special needs. They are kept, in cages 
to protect them from one another, 


Methods of Choosing Jailers. 


The personnel of our City Jail is made 
up of political appointees who have no 
knowledge of individuals, no education, no 
training in criminology. They are men who 
carry keys, report trouble, who, far from 
having any interest in the prisoners, are 
not averly aware of the anguish and suf- 
fering of the persons behind the bars. 


I do not wish to be critical of or harsh 
with the personnel which is now in charge 
of the jail. Individually, they are doing 
their best under the circumstances. What 
is wrong and a serious injustice is the sys- 
tem of personnel Belection. I believe that 
the only qualifications of a guard in the 
jail are political party affiliation and being 
a strong, tough individual who can shout 
or brutalize prisoners into submission. 


I am not pleading sentimentality for the 
cause of every criminal, but I am asking 
for their intelligent and humane care, 
Winston Churchill said recently: “The care 
of the criminal is an index of our progress 
and civilization.” What an indictment of 
our inhumanity! 

Changes must be made. They will be 
made only after public opinion is sufficient- 
ly aroused to take action, when there is 
interest enough to study and to train peo- 
ple in the problems of rehabilitation, when 
money is expended to devise programs for 
rehabilitation of the criminal,

I have never found 
a book that stressed the importance of 
myself as the caretaker of my ability. of 
staying healthy mentally and physically, or 
that gave me an inkling that my courage 
might be strained to the utmost.”

Going on the assumption that solutions 
to his own problems may help to provide 
solutions to many of the problems that may 
come to others, the author covers a wide 
range of facts and fundamentals helpful 
to the commercial artist. Using the human 
figure as the subject for study, Mr. Loomis 
discusses it in infinite variety and suggests 
many quick aids for setting up a figure. 
Illustrated on almost every page with draw- 
ings and diagrams, containing specific 
problems to solve such as might confront 
the aspirant for advertising or illustrating 
assignments, the book closes with the ad- 
monition, “Do it your way.” 

While there is still plenty of abominable 
advertising art, it has improved in very re- 
cent years. There is unquestionable evi- 
dence that a few of our pet beverages and 
appliances have—while not the hand of a 
master!—certainly the brush of an. able 
commercial artist at work upon them.

H 


ULL’S speech was certainly welcome. 


It is more than a year 
has spoken on American foreign 


policy, in its larger and more permanent aspects, and in this 


time policy has been made from day to day and has come in for a 


good deal of public criticism. 

The events of the past few weeks 
have changed, and are changing 
the face of the earth. And the de- 
mand for an explanation of what 
America is up to, has been increas- 
ing with ever-greater loudness 
abroad and in this country. 

In the absence of an official de- 
scription of our policy all kinds of 
rumors, speculations and _ guess 
work have flourished, It is under- 
standable that many apprehensions 
have been created. 

In such a situation the speech 
of Hull was necessary, and expec- 
tations were high. Perhaps be- 
cause the expectations were s0 
high, the speech came as some- 
thing of an anticlimax. It is more 
reassuring than enlightening and 
it contains more generalities than 
glitter. 

. . . 

There is one thing in it which 
is really encouraging. That is the 
welcoming of public discussion. 
The journalists of this country are 
a long-suffering lot, accustomed by 
now to being treated as _ public 
nuisances by officials in power, 
en when they raise questions which 
/ eoncern not only themselves but 


the public. And it is a great com- 


fort when the Secretary of State. 


confirms that we have a function 

in American life, as giving expres- 

sion to independent thought and 

to currents of public opinion.

As to Russia. 


HAT are the questions that 

really concern that part of the 
public who earnestly try to follow 
our foreign policy? The one that 
has caused the greatest amount of 
recent discussion concerns our per- 
manent relations with Russia. To 
that point Hull said that we want 
to live in harmony in war and in 
peace and extend our co-operation 
and he enumerated the obvious 
facts of our interdependence in the 
war and suggested that we have 
greater permanent areds of inter- 
est than of divergency, .This is 
true and good. 

But the differences that exist 
are also real, and not a word is 
said, or even implied, as to how 
we are to overcome those specific 
differences. Hull is realistic and 
candid when he says that all coun- 
tries operate for their own nation- 
al interests and that there are 
bound to be conflicts in interests, 
which he hopes to see settled, after 
the war, in political and legal ways. 

But in diplomacy, as Hull well 
knows, the possibilities of the fu- 
ture are determined by the actions 
of the present. We have, for in- 
stance, a world war on our hands 
and we have 20 years of diplomacy 
behind it. None of the diplomats 
wanted the World War, but that is 
what they got, and we may there- 


fore question whether their di- 


plomacy was correct. 
os . 


- 

Questions at Stake. 

HE political questions at stake 

with Russia all concern the fu- 
ture of Europe and the Russian 
role in it. If our diplomacy as- 
sumes that future good relations 
with Russia can be maintained by 
creating a series of buffer states 
along the Russian border, which 
will become a cushion rather than 
a bridge between the west and 
Russia, then I think that all noble 
ideas about future peace will fail. 
For Russia is giving daily proof 
that she has no intention of re 
turning to prewar isolationism, If 
anyone is seeking allies in Europe 
against a possible Russian danger 
in some future time, he will have 
competition from Russia in the 
same game. 

If our diplomacy, furthermore, 
seeks to get an Anglo-American 
regency over major parts of 
Europe, in return for granting Rus- 
sia its own “spheres of influence,” 


will tend to become smaller and 
of conflict larger. 

If our diplomacy tends to pre- 
vent the conclusion of treaties with 
Russia, by states in which she is 
immediately interested, such as 
Czecho-Slovakia;: if we alienate na- 
tional democratic movements which 
enjoy Russian support, such as the 
French Committee of Liberation; if 
we contemplate a long government 
of large parts of Europe by an 
Anglo-American Amgot; and if our 
conception of what constitutes 
“stable governments” is not better 
defined than in Hull's speech, it is 
dubious whether “areas of mutual 
interest” will be large enough 
eventually to overcome divergen- 
cies.

Waiting for More. 

LL Hull's objectives are ad- 

mirable. What is.in question 
are the diplomatic ways of obtain- 
ing those objectives. Nor must one 
confuse an apology.for what is 
done for military reasons by pre- 
tending that they have no political 
results, Military and political poll- 
cies must be synchronized, so that 
military events will accelérate the 
right policies and not the wrong 
ones, 

In the Italian situation, there 
was such a gap between the polit- 
ical event of the fall of Mussolinf§ 
and the follow up of the. military, 
that we have lost great opportu- 
nities, and even after Hull's speech, 
it is still a secret What our Ital- 
lan policy really is. 

Hull has promised us that this 
is his first speech, and that more 
will be made. They will be await- 
ed with the most serious and eager 


interest. 


GLOBALONEY’ COINER 
FED UP ON THE WORD 


Clare Luce Says It Has Been 
Kicked Around — Has 
New Hair-Do.

word “globaloney,” Representative 
Clare Boothe Luce (Rep.), Con- 
necticut, is heartily sick of the 
word. She made this confession on 
her return to the capital yesterday 
following the congressional sum- 
mer recess. | 

The word, she explained to the 
writer, who had asked her if she 
still subscribed to it, has been 
kicked around, maltreateu and mis- 
interpreted so much that, if she 
never hears it mentioned again, it 
will be quite all right with her. 

But she made clear that she still 
feels that some of what Vice Presi- 
dent Wallace says is, shall we say, 
globaloney. She hasn’t changed 
her views on that, not even after 
a whirl of conferences with her 
Connecticut constituents. The 
trouble over the word all started 
’ because, she said, it was applied 
by the press to everything Wallace 
had said, rather than to that part 
of it which applied to Wallace’s 
plans for the internationalization 
of all air space. 

And, speaking of home district 
constituents, Mrs. Luce found her 
people expressing a greater inter- 
est in the doings and functions of 
Congress. They griped a good 
deal, but their bitterness was di- 
rected at the administration 
branch of the Government, par- 
ticularly che Office of Price Ad- 
ministration, she said. 

Gradually, the voters are learn- 
ing, she said, that Congress ié not 
responsible for the actions of the 
administration. Mrs. Luce said she 
asked the OPA critics if they want- 
ed that agency abolished... They 
said, in effect, “Oh, no.” They 
wanted it administered correctly, 
equitably; with less red tape.

Message to Publishers Says 
Government Can Do ‘Only 
Part of the Job.’ 


SHAWNEE - ON - DELAWARE, 
Pa., Sept. 15 (AP). — President 
Roosevelt said yesterday that Gov- 
ernment action to control inflation 
“could do only part of the job” and 
that the co-operation of United 
States civilians was necessary. 

In a message to the National 
Publishers’ Association, the Presi- 
dent declared: “No problem 
touches more intimately the wel- 


fare of every man, woman and 
child in our country than the 
threat of rise in prices. The war 
has created a tremendously in- 


} creased spendable income, and at 


the same time has reduced the sup- 
ply of goods and services available 
to civilian consumers. Unless con- 
trolled, these two elements can set 
in motion an inflationary spiral 
that would cause serious economic 
disorganization. This not only 
would be detrimental to our war 
effort but could make difficult the 
attainment of many of the bene- 
fits of the peace to come, 

“The task of holding the line 
against inflation is one that re- 
quires closest co-operation between 
the people and their Government. 
Government controls can do only 
part of the job. Voluntary action 
on the part of civilians is essen- 
tial if success is to be achieved in 
this program.”

Members who voted against Su- 
sanka last night did so, they said, 
because his election would be in- 
consistent with the teachers’ re- 
tirement plan, which becomes °f- 
fective soon. Susanka, who wi'l ha 
69 years old next month, will be 
serving after he is 70, while teacn- 
ers will be required to retire Wicca 
they attain that age. Emmett T. 
Carter, board attorney, said offi- 
cers were not required to accept 
retirement and had a choice of 
participating in the plan. Susanka, 
who wil] receivs a salary of $7500 
a year, said he intends to carry 
on the duties of his office. 

Those voting against hiring Su- 
sanka for his third term were 
James J. Fitzgerald, Mrs. Irma H. 
Friede, Dr. Francis C. Sullivan, Dr. 
Herbert O. Winterer and Dr. Ru- 
dolph Hofmeister, board president. 

Hofmeister ruled that the report 
of the special committee of the 
job reclassification plan for 3090 
non-instructional employes should 
be referred to the Finance Com- 
mittee in accordance with resolu- 
tions requiring each officer to sub- 
mit a list of all employes in his 
department to the Finance Com- 
mittee.

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GOVERNMENT AlD 
FOR RECONVERSION 
AFTER WAR URGED 


House Naval Committee 
Report Favors Retention 
of Renegotiation Act to 
Bar High Profits. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 15 (AP).— 
Government aid to industry in 
postwar reconversion to civilian 
production, but retention of the 
renegotiation act to prevent exces- 
sive profits on war contracts, were 
recommended today by the inves- 
tigating staff of the House Naval 
Committee. | 

The committee’s report, the re- 
sult of a long investigation, was 
released by Robert E. Kline, gen- 
eral counsel, after it had been ap- 
proved by Chairman Vinson 
(Dem.), Georgia. Kline said a long 
list of recommendations would be 
submitted to the full committee, 
probably early next week, for pass- 
ing along to the Ways and Means 
Committee. 

The latter committee, holding 
jurisdiction over the renegotiation 
act, only last week began a public 
hearing on whether the act should 
be retained in its present form, re- 
vised or repealed. Representative 
Cole (Rep.), New York, introduced 
a bill yesterday calling for repeal. 
_In summarizing its report, the 
Naval Committee staff asserted 
that those charged with the admin- 
istration of the law “have demon- 
strated the extreme usefulness of 


the act to the procurement pro- 
gram, and they have saved the 
public treasury very large sums of 
money.” 

While saying that the renegotia- 
tion act is not the proper vehicle 
for meeting the problems of post- 
war readjustments, the report as- 
serted “there ig an obligation on 
the part of government to assist 
industry in meeting those prob- 
lems.”

Apportionment Issue. 


The question of apportionment 
probably will be more difficult 
for the convention to solve than 
that of the type of Legislature. 
In addition to the partisan polit- 
ical angle, there will be a fight 
of the larger cities and counties 
for more nearly equitable repre- 
sentation, and a fight of rural 
counties to maintain the advan- 
tage they have now. 

Under the present Constitution 
the State is divided into 34 sen- 
atorial districts, with one Senator 
from each district. These districts 
were formed in 1901 under a Con- 
stitutional provision giving the 
Governor, the Attorney General 
and the Secretary of State power 
to redistrict the state in case the 
Legislature failed to do so. 

The Legislature in 1901 failed to 
agree on a redistricting and the 
three officials, all Democrats, did 
the job in such a manner as to 
create as many Democratic dis- 
tricts and as few Republican as 
possible. At the end of each 10 
year period since that time there 
has been a redistricting attempt, 
but for one reason or another all 
have failed. 

The result of the 1901 gerry- 
mander has been that in only one 
session of the Legislature in 42 
years have the Republicans been 
in control of the Senate, although 
they have carried the state as a 
whole in eight of the 21 elections. 
The one year of Republican con- 
trol of the Senate was 1921, due 
to the 1920 Harding landslide. 


How Present System Works. 


Representation in the state 
House of Representatives is based 
on the theory that each of the 114 
countries is entitled to one repre- 
sentative, and the larger counties 
to more than one, the number be- 
ing based on an apportionment 
ratio which holds control of the 
House in the smal] rural counties. 

Under the existing system Car- 
ter County with a population of 
6226 has one Representative, while 


AMERICAN CUSTOM; HOW 
HE term gerrymander — 
T property pronounced with a 
hard g, but usually “jerry- 
mander”—dates from 1812 after 
Elbridge Gerry, a Revolutionary 
period politician, who became 
Vice President of the United 
States that year, had, as Gov- 
ernor of Massachusetts, caused 
the passage of a State Sena- 
torial Districting Act giving the 
Democtfatic-Republicans an ad-, 

vantage over the Federalists. 

The outline of one of the dis- 
tricts was thought to resemble 
a salamander, and this word 
combined with Gerry,’s name, 
gave rise to term “gerryman- 
der.” 

Although the practice re- 
ceived a name in 1812, it was 
in fact an old one, datihg from 
Colonial days when county lines 
frequently were changed to ob- 
tain political advantage. It has 
persisted to the present, it be- 
ing the custom of political ad- 
ministrations, on coming into 
power, to. arrange congression- 
al and senatorial districts to 
consolidate as much of the op- 
position vote in as few districts 
as possible and as much of the 
administration vote in as many 
districts as possible to give the 
party in power larger repre- 
sentation in the © legislative 
bodies than it was actually en- 
titled to. 


048 has 19, or one Representative 
for each 42,949 persons. Thus Car- 
ter County has seven times the 
representation of St. Louis, pro- 
portionately. 


The present senatorial district- 
ing gives the Twelfth District, 
which consists of five small coun- 
ties in Northeast Missouri with a 
population of 45,640, one Senator, 
while St. Louis County with a 
population of 274,230 has only one 
and has to share him with Frank- 
lin and Gasconade counties. Thus 
St. Louis County has only one 
sixth the representation in the 
State Senate that the rural Twelfth 
District has. The populations of 
the other districts range between 
these maximum and minimum fig- 
ures, but 21 of the 34 districts have 
populations below 100,000, 


Minority Rule Possible. 


St. Louis with a population of 816,- 
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It is possible under the present 
districting for Senators represent- 
ing 31.39 per cent of the popula- 
tion of the State to defeat legisla- 
tion desired by 68.61 per cent. It 
is also possible for the Senators 
and House members representing 
36.29 per cent of the population to 
pass any legislation regardless of 
the attitude of 63.71 per cent. 

The present Constitution pro- 
vides that districts shall be as 
nearly equal in population as is 
possible without dividing county 
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lines. That same provision in a 


new Constitution, strengthened to 
compel its observance, would cure 
the discrimination. 

Theoretically each district should 
have 131,313 inhabitants, The 
State could be devided into 34 dis- 
tricts with the smallest having 91,- 
410 and the largest, 120,684, a va- 
riance of only 29,274. The variance 
under present districting is 274,- 
872. 


Secrecy and ‘Courtesy.’ 


In improving legislative proced- 
ure to prevent the killing of mer- 
itorious legislation by a minority 
members, the convention might 
well include in the proposed new 
Constitution definite and strong 
provisions to eliminate the secret 
committee meetings and the “cour- 
tesy” custom under which commit- 
tees of only a few members can 
and do prevent legislative consid- 
eration of bills.. 

It has been suggested that this 
could be accomplished by requir- 
ing that committee meetings be 
open to the public and that a rec- 
ord be made of votes in commit- 
tees, just as the present Constitu- 
tion requires that sessions of the 
Legislature be open and a record 
vote taken on all bills, ' 

To correct the evil of arbitrary 
committee action, there have been 
suggestions that the Constitution 
provide that a bill could be taken 
from a committee to the floor or a 
bill placed on the calendar not- 
withstanding an adverse report of 
a committee, by a vote of one-third 
of the members. Under the pres- 
ent legislative-made rules, a ma- 
jority of the elected members is 
required for either action and the 
“courtesy” custom almost invaria- 
bly operates to prevent a majority 
vote. 


Right of Referendum. 


In preliminary consideration of 
the subject of the Initiative and 
Referendum, there has developed 
some support for a provision. of 
the “model Constitution” to give 
the Governor the right to submit 
to.a referendum any bill which 
the Legislature has failed to pass, 
either in the form in which it was 
introduced or with amendments 
which the Legislature has consid- 
ered, and to permit the Legisla- 
ture by a majority vote to submit 
to a referendum any bill vetoed by 
the Governor, which “has failed to 
receive the required two-thirds vote 
for passage over the veto. 


Likewise, there is some support 
for another league proposal that 
no measure submitted under the 
Initiative shall become effective 
unless the vote for it shall be equal 
to 30 per cent of the total vote 
cast for Governor in the next pre- 
ceding election. Had such a pro- 
vision been in the present Consti- 
tution, the Non-Partisan Court 
plan, adopted in 1940, would not 
have gone into effect. 


The fact that on a number of 
occasions opponents of measures 
proposed under the initiative have 
submitted conflicting proposals for 
the same election, has resulted in 


discussion of plans to meet such/ 
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situations, The “model Constitu- 
tion” provides that if two or more 
conflicting proposals are approved 
in-an election, the one receiving 
the highest vote shall prevail. 


Except for a possible change in 
the number of signers required for 
Initiative and Referendum peti- 
tions, there has been little discus- 
sion of other changes in that 
feature of the Constitution. At 
present 5 per cent of the voters in 
two-thirds of the congressional dis- 
tricts are required for the submis- 
sion of a Pa met under either the 
Initiative or Rederendum, There 
is some feeling a greater demand 
than 5 per cent should be required. 


One constitutional change which 
will be necessary is in the provi- 
sion basing the number of signers 
on the vote for Supreme Judge. 
The Non-partisan Court amend- 
ment abolished the election of 
Supreme Judges, making them ap- 
pointive, and it will be necessary 
to base the number of signatures 
on the vote for some other State 
officer. 


Whether an attempt will be 
made to change the pay of legis- 
lators from ‘the $125 a month ap- 
proved by the voters in 1942, to 
the old per diem system of pay, 
has not appeared. As the mem- 
bers of the present Legislature 
were elected at the same time the 
monthly salary provision was 
adopted, there has not yet been an 
opportunity to judge whether the 
salary increase will result in higher 
type legislators.

Interpreting

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glo-American Army is growing. The 
training of the British troops has 
progressed, and fresh increments 
of American and Canadian troops 
are arriving. : 

In the Mediterranean—where a 
year ago the sum total of Allied 
land power was represented by the 
British Eighth Army of perhaps 
eight divisions—there are now five 
Allied armies: The First and 
Eighth, British, the Fifth and Sev- 
enth American, and the French 
Army of Africa. Besides these, 
there are in the Middle East the 
British Ninth and Tenth armies 
and the new Polish Army. 

The German resources have been 
strained to the utmost to meet this 
situation. During the winter, the 
Germans scraped the very bottom 
fof their man-power barrel to get 
new recruits for their fighting 
forces, to make up for the frightful 
losses of the Russian campaign. 
They combed out industry and ag- 
riculture for German men, replac- 
ing them with women, boys and 
slave or imported labor. They can- 
not do that again. There are no 
more German replacements to be 
had, and from now on losses to the 
German armies are net losses, en- 
tailing the reduction of the num- 
ber of divisions, or of the strengt 
of existing divisions. . 

It was like that in 1918. Bat- 
talions fell away to the strength 
of companies, and regiments to the 
strength of small battalions. One 
German division was found to have 
an infantry component of enly four 
rifle companies of 80 men each, its 
normal complement being 27 rifle 
companies of 250. Under these cir- 
cumstances, wastage tends to be 
cumulative. Thus on Aug. 8, 1918, 
when the Allies definitely and fi- 
nally passed to the offensive on 
the Western Front, the Germans 
had 68 divisions in’ reserve, of 
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which 28 were fresh. (Their re- 
serve today, including all the troops 
in Western Europe, is probably no 
greater.) On Sept. 12, the Ger- 
mans still had 68 divisions in re- 
serve, but only 14 were fresh. On 
Oct. 1, they had 31 divisions in 
reserve, of which 14 were fresh. On 
Nov. 1, they had still 31 in reserve,

but only five were fresh. On Nov. 
11, 1918, they had only 17 division 
in reserve, of which but two were 
fresh, 

The conditions are not quite the 
same this time, and we need not 
expect so swift a decline in Ger- 
man fighting power. For one 
thing, the weather is about to 
bring them a respite in Russia; 
for another, they have more depth 
on their main front, more chance 
of giving up territory in order to 
gain time than they had in 1918. 
But the trends are similar, and 
the results will be the same in the 
end, though they will probably be 
longer in coming to the final point 
where the German Army can no 
longer find any reserves at all.

COURT RULING ON COMMUNITY 


PROPERTY LAW IS APPEALED; 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 15 (AP).— 
The Internal Revenue Bureau has 
appealed a Tax Court decision up- 


holding the Oklahoma community 
property law and also has refused 
to recognize a similar Oregon 
statute. Community property laws 
permit husband and wife to divide 
income of either for tax purposes. 
Officials said the Government 
contends the Oklahoma act is in- 
valid and is “almed directly” at the 
Federal taxing system and that its 
purpose is “tax avoidance.” 


The Oregon law was enacted this 
year, but has not yet been in- 
volved in litigation.

C. H. Haughton Succumbs in 
Kansas City—Former 
St. Louisan, 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Sept. 15 
(AP).—Charles Henry Haughton, 
77 years old, quiet, affable ex-man- 
ager of a racing information serv- 
ice, who shot and killed one of 
Kansas City’s most notorious gang- 
sters and underworld characters, 
Saul (Solly) Weissman, died today 
at his home. 

On Oct. 28, 1930, an enmity be- 
tween Haughton and Weissman 
reached a ciimax, with the fatal 
shooting of Weissman in a room 
above the Turf, then a _ widely 
known Baltimore avenue betting 
agency.

Dr. Watson, chief analyst of the 
Foreign Broadcast Intelligence 
Service of the Federal Communica- 
tions Commission, said he and the 
others—William E. Dodd Jr., an- 
other employe of the *CC, and Dr. 
Robert Morss Lovett, Government 
Secretary of the Virgin Islands— 
would go right on working after 
Nov. 15. 

He said he was not familiar with 
what legal steps might be taken 
to keep their names on the pay- 
roll. In event the Comptroller 
General rules against them, the 
three could carry their case to the 
Court of Claims. Congress ordered 
their dismissal unless Roosevelt 
nominated them and the Senate 
confirmed them. 

Accusing Roosevelt. of seeking 
support of “the left wing group,” 
Representative Dies (Dem.), 
Texas, challenged the President 
today to “take to the American 
people the issue of whether men 
“who don’t believe in our form of 
Government should be allowed to 
stay on the Government payroll.” 

The chairman of the House Com- 
mittee on Un-American Activities 
assailed as “smackinr of dictator- 
ship” the President’s message 
which said the action by Con- 
gress was not binding on Lovett, 
Watson and Dodd.

Mayor A. P. Kaufmann urged

To Be Selected Later 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 15 (AP).—The War Department announced 
today that two all-star baseball teams from the National and Ameri- 
ean leagues will play a series of inter-league\games for troops over- 


Seas in the Pacific theater. 


The announcement was made at! 


the office of Maj. Gen. A. D. 
Surles, the departmént’s public re- 
lations director, in the presence of 
Baseball Commissioner Kenesaw 
M, Landis, whose offer to send the 


teams was accepted by the depart- 
ment. 

“The teams will be sent to un- 
disclosed destinations in the 
Pacific theater of operations fol- 
lowing the close of the World 
Series,” the announcement said. 

The offer was accepted following 
a meeting of Landis, Surles, Brig. 
Gen. F. H. Osborn, director of the 
Special Services Division, Army 
Service Forces, and Lt. Col. Larry 
MacPhail, assistant to the Under 
Secretary of War. The trip will be 
handled by the Special Services 
Division, 

Landis said he would announce 
later the method of selecting the 
teams, but he assumed it would be 
done in the usual fashion of select- 
ing all-star teams, by vote of the 
managers of the eight clubs in 
@ach league. 

The two managers probably will 
be selected first by the presidents 
of the two leagues in consultation 
with the club owners, he said. 

There probably will be 18 men on 
each team, and it is likely that all 
clubs in both leagues will be rep- 
resented, although the strength of 
the two teams will not be sacri- 
ficed merely to give each club rep- 
resentation, the baseball commis- 
sioner asserted, 

Since the teams will be selected 
officially by the two leagues, the 
games they play for the tcoops will 
be official inter-leagt> games. Lan- 
dis will have a fepresentative with 
the group.

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WAR RISK RATES ARE CUT 
ON SHIPMENTS TO BRITAIN 


NEW YORK, Sept. 15 (AP).— 
Marine underwriters announced 
today that in consideration of Al- 
lied military and naval progress, 
war risk rates on shipments to and 
from the United Kingdom, the 
Irish Free State and Northern Ire- 
land were reduced to 4 per cent, 
the lowest quoted rate since 1940. 

Rates, meanwhile, were reduced 
to 3 per cent on shipments to and 
from Portugal on Portuguese and 
Swiss flag vessels, while shipments 
on other than Portuguese and 
Swiss flag ships were reduced to 5 
per cent.

HOSPITAL INSURANCE 
FOR ALL PROPOSED 


Dr. Altmeyer Sees Financing 
Through National Plan as 
Only Practical Way. 


BUFFALO, N. Y., Sept. 15 (AP). 
—Dr. Arthur J. Altmeyer, chair- 
man of the Social Security Board, 
said today both the public and the 
hospitals need an insurance cov- 
erage which extends to all and as- 
serted “the only practical method 
is financing through socia. insur- 
ance.” 

In an address before a _ confer- 
ence of the American Hospital 
Association, Dr. Altmeyer declared 
that enrollment of the last 10 years 
in the Blue Cross voluntary pre- 
payment hospital plans “has cov- 
ered only the first 12 million—by 
and large the easiest 12 million.” 

“Ten tinies as many are outside 
these ... plans,” he added. “In- 
difference and lack of foresight 
are barriers which cannot be 
hurdled by voluntary selling. More- 
over, the distribution of income and 
ability to pay set limits upon the 
success of voluntary insurance. 
These limits have always circum- 
vented the larger objectives, leav- 
ing those who are most in need 
without the benefit of insurance.” 

Single National Plan. 

The sound plan, Dr. Altmeyer 
said, is to develop a single, na- 
tional, contributory social insur- 
ance for all, giving simultaneous

protection against unemployment, 


sickness, disability, death and old | 


age. 

The Wagner-Murray-Dingell bills, 
introduced in Congress, propose 
developmen’ to the same general 
effect, he asserted. 

The basic arrangements for hos- 
pitalization benefits through social 
insurance, he explained, would be 
that the insured workers and their| 
dependents would receive care 
from any qualified hospital in the 
same way as now, on the advice 
of the attending physician. 

For the essential services ren- 
dered, he said, the hospital would 
bill the insurance system instead of 
the patient. The insurance fund 
would pay the hospital at an 
agreed per-diem rate. Such rates 
for hospitals might be guaran- 


teed at not less than a minimum 
nor more than a émaximum'| 
amount, depending on the cost of! 
providing service, he said. 
Would Strengethen All gtr 

Dr. Altmeyer maintained that 
social insurance proposals “offer no' 
threat to voluntary hospitals. On 
the contrary, by offering a new as-| 
surance of income, these proposals 
would give renewed strength to’ 
all the hospitals and enlarged op- 
portunity for community service.” 

He expressed hope “it will be’ 
possible te work out ae 
which will assure that minimum es- 
sential services will be the bene-| 
fits of the social insurance system, | 
and that services above and be-| 
yond that level will be an active 
field fos supplementary voluntary 
insurance.” 

In a conference address last 
night, the Rev. John W. Barrett, 
director of Catholic hospitals, Chi- 
cago, said the provisions for com- 
pulsory medical and health care 


“as exemplified in the Wagner 
bill” are revolutionary. 
“Conspiracy of Bureaucrats.” 

“I condemn it unequivocally 
either as confused thinking or as a 
conspiracy on the part of those 
bureaucrats who fail to recognize 
the fundamental principle of the 
dignity of the human personality,” 
he added. 

Father Barrett asserted “any 
legislation that has inherent in it 
the elements to destroy freedom 
and voluntary effort is revolution.” 

“I refuse to believe that a work- 
able formula of co-operation be- 
tween voluntary and Governmental 
enterprises in the health field can- 
not be attained, a formula through 
which Governmental enterprises 
will foster and augment voluntary 
effort,” he said. 


NO RUSH FOR ‘ESSENTIAL’ JOBS 


"ON DEADLINE SET FOR FATHERS 


Today was the deadline for fa- 
thers in nondeferrable jobs to 
_ register for “essential” work in or- 
der to avoid induction ahead of 
other fathers, but the local office 
of the United States Employment 
Service reported no rush of regis- 
trants. 

“At no time since the War Man- 
| power Commission a month ago 
made fathers engaged in nonde- 
ferrable activities liable to early 
induction has there been any but 
a normal number of applications 
for jobs here,” C. Walter Placke, 
St. Louis director of the service, 
reported. 

The Associated Press after mak- 
ing a national survey has reported 
that most fathers in nondeferrable 
jobs were waiting to “see what 
Congress does” about the father 
draft.

PEACE PROPOSALS 


More Liberal as Allies 
Gain, T. V. Soong Says 
—for Liberating Korea 
and Formosa. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 15 (AP).— 
' China’s first major declaration of 
policy on postwar territory in the 
Far East, voiced by Foreign Minis- 
ter T. V. Soong, called today for 
complete eradication of Japanese 
influence in Korea and Formosa. 

Japan annexed the Korean penin- 
gsula in 1910, but patriots there 
have fought Japan’s domination 
ever since and even now have a 
“Free Korea” organization. 

Formosa, an island between 
Japan and the Philippines, was 
ceded by China after the Chinese- 
Japanese conflict in 1895. Soong 
gays this area, equal to about 
Massachusetts and Connecticut, is 
essentially Chinese. 

. Soong laid down his tentative 

blueprint of Chinese aims at a 
press conference yesterday. He 
said Korea would be made inde- 
pendent and Formosa should be- 
come a part of the Republic of 
China. 

“We don’t want to see Thailand— 
even though they’re fighting us— 
ruled by anyone but the Thais,” 
Soong added, and China, moreover, 
has no desire to control Indo- 
China, He said he wasn’t pre- 
pared to discuss the future of 
Kongkong and Mongolia at this 
time. 

He told reporters Japan was 
constantly bombarding Chungking 
with peace proposals, growing in 


liberality as the Allies exert more: 


military pressure on the Japanese 
outposts of empire. 

“They are now ready to get out 
of China—except for Manchuria 
and Formosa—if we'll go over to 
their side,” Soong said. “You see, 
they’re trying to make it a racial 
war.” He said that on the day of 
Pearl Harbor such a oe, came 
through. 

But China isn’t having any of 
this, Soong indicated as he asserted 
that Chungking’s newly-announced 
decision to end one-party rule and 
adopt a constitution showed that 
China was implemgnting its po- 
litical course “toward a broadening 
and deepening democracy.” 

He predicted a strong central 
Chinese government after the war, 
with universal suffrage as far as 
possible—allowing for regional! han- 
dicaps in poor communications and 
illiteracy. 

Soong said that, though hard 
fighting lay ahead, victory was 
now assured, and that was why the 
Kuomintang has resolved to hold 
a ftiational assembly within a year 
after the war to adopt a constitu- 
tion. After this there would be a 
general election, and China would 
be governed by a national con- 
gress and a government responsi- 
ble to it. 

“All political currents,” he said, 
“will thus have equal opportunity 
in going before the people to win 
their support in free elections.” 

He viewed China’s relationships 
with the United States, Great Brit- 
ain and Russia “with satisfac- 
tion,” he said, although he indi- 

ed regret that nothing had come 
of his suggestion last year that the 
United Nations form an execu- 
tive council ot deal with war and 
post-war problems. 

Asked about the Communist 
question in China, Soong said 
“actually there is a very small 
mumber of Chinese avho are real 
Communists. I look forward to a 
political rather than a military set- 
tlement of that question.” 

Asked why the central Govern- 
ment had stationed a large army 
in the vicinity of Communist re- 
gions in North China, Soong re- 
plied that the troops would have 
been disposed along the bend of 
the Yellow River in any case. He 
said it was a strategic location for 
guarding China’s wartime capitol 
and protecting communications 
with Russia. 

He declared that the Kuomin- 
tang wanted the semi-autonomous 
Chinese Communist area in North 
China to live up to political prom- 
ises of 1936 when they agreed to 
incorporate their armies into Chi- 
ma’s national forces. 


China to Buy Gold to Combat 
Inflation. 
CHUNGKING, Sept. 15 (AP).— 
China plans to buy 200 million 
dollars (American) worth of gold 
and bring it to this country to com- 

bat inflation. 

Chang Ping Chun, counsellor of 
_ the executive Yuan, said today 
that actual carriage of the gold 
would not have to await reopening 
of the Burma Road. The gold 
would be bought with part of the 
500 million dollar loan granted 
China by the United States in 1942. 

The methods to combat inflation 
were not disclosed, 

It was also announced that nego- 
tiations are in progress in Wash- 
ington for revision of the Chinese 
currency stabilization agreement 
among China, the United States 
and Great Britain, concluded well 
before the Pacific war and since 
outmoded by the fixing of ex- 
change rates. 

Minister of Information Chang 
Tao-fan, asked what the authori- 
ties intended to do if they could 
not settle the Communist problem 
in China by political means, re- 
plied “it is hoped the Communists 
will realize the significance of plac- 
ing national interests first without 
hindering the war of resistance.” 

Dr. K. C. Wu, Vice-Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, said he had “noth- 
ing to add” when he was asked if 
he could give further details of the 
Japanese peace offer to China an- 
mounced by Foreign Minister T. V. 
Soong in Washington.

CASE RECORDS

ASE A-228: Jack K., aged 45, is a former organizer for 

the Chamber of Commerce. “It was our custom to go into 

a city and get as many business men as possible to become 
members,” he told me at luncheon recently. “Then we'd have 
a big meeting, at which we'd divide them into groups of 18 to 20, 
We'd give every man a three-by-five card and a pencil, Then 
we'd ha€e every fellow write down the things he wanted to see 
accomplished in his city. Some might list a ‘new sewer system’ 
or a ‘new waterworks’ or a playground for children,’ etc. Then 
we'd have every man get up and announce his name and read 
off the things he’d like to see accomplished.

“AFTERWARDS we'd assemble all the cards and classify 
the things which the members wanted done. Finally we would 
have five or six major items that the majority had stressed, 
so we'd list them as the goal of the local Chamber of Com- 
merce for the year. Then we'd assign one of those goals to 
each group of 20 men, so every fellow had a job. In fact, we 
found that those men who were active in the most things were 
always easy to re-enlist in the club for the next year., But the 
men who didn’t take part in anything let their membership 
drop. So we used to keep a chart on which were recorded the 
_mames of all members. After each name, we'd check that mem- 
ber’s activities, including his attendance atthe weekly luncheons.

“IF A MEMBER was dropping out of activities, we knew 
we had to get him doing something, or he’d probably let his 
membership lapse. 

“Well, Dr. Crane, I was sent down to a town in Illinois, to 
organize a Chamber of Commerce, The city has a population 


of 10,600. I decided to reverse our former policy of getting the 


membership sold first, and then having our mass meeting later 
at which we gave the men cards and pencils. So I worked. up 
a big civic meeting of all interested business and professional 
men. In fact, I had to schedule two meetings on different 
nights to handle the crowds. Then we passed out the cards 
and pencils to the men who had been subdivided into groups of 
20. They wrote down their ideas about things that should be 
done to improve the city. We went through our usual pro- 
cedure thereafter Following these meetings, we started out 
right away to sell memberships, and we got over 600 men in 
that Chamber of Commerce, 
eRe 

“THE ORGANIZATION went over with such a bang that 
our headquarters began to use this method thereafter when we 
were organizing new clubs. And I have since used the same 


procedure with great success. As a matter of fact, I am doing- 


the same thing in my suburban community with reference to 
Victory gardens. Give people something to do, even if it is 
simply the writing down of their ideas. Then let them get up 
in the meetings and present those ideas. They like. it, and will 
co-operate much easier thereafter, for they feel they have helped 
formulate the strategy of the club. Isn't this sound psychol- 
ogy, Dr. Crane? Don't children, as well as adults, like to 
participate in meetings?”

clamor to travel in air transport, 
command planes. 

This little town is picturesque, 
right on the water and pleasantly 
warm, though I imagine the breeze 
from the sea keeps one from ever 
being too warm at night. We 
lunched at the Red Cross club for 
service men. It is an old hotel 
right on the main street and 
seemed to me quite adequate for 
present needs. I met the Mayor, 
who later introduced me to the 
heads of various patriotic organ- 
izations and the heads of the wom- 
en's military auxiliary services in 
this area, 

He presented me with a very 
nice letter to take back to my Rus- 
band and, in addition, he gave me 
a tray made of inlaid woods all 
grown in this neighborhood. I 
talked with various boys in there 
and in another canteen. not far 
away and then went to see the 
barracks, where the Australian 
girlg serving in the army auxiliary 
live. These. certainly would try 
the hardiest girls, for their beds 
are no more comfortable than 
those of the average soldier, 

For a little time we were taken 
over by the Navy and shown what 
they could accomplish in far away 
places, I shall be glad to report 
to Dr. McIntyre the very good 
health of this unit, but, at the 
same time, preparation and equip- 


. ment to do much more is neces- 


sary. | 
At the Red Cross Club, I sat 
down to lunch with the club direc- 
tor and he said, “If you see my 
mother-in-law, Mrs. Wilmerding, 
will you please tell her you saw

me.” I cannot help feeling some 
times that there are boys whom I 
know in the groups that I see, but 
they do not get a chance to make 
themselves known, because they 
may be in military formation. I 
wish that it were possible to see 
soldiers informally everywhere, so 
one would miss no one that had 
some tie or acquaintanceship, 

I discovered a new reason for 
writing a column tonight. The 
Red Cross girls, who run the of- 
ficers rest home where we spent 
the night, said that in discussing 
plans for our reception tonight 
they found themselves feeling sure 
that. they knew my likes and dis- 
likes, because they had read my 


‘column and felt they knew me, 


This is the first place where we 
have met with any mosquitoes, but 
here I was introduced to a bomb 
used to drive them away. My net 
was carefully let down‘around gny 
bed, so I would be sure not to take 
any mosquitoes in with me. 

The full moon, the soft air and 
the sound of the waves breaking 
on the beach take me back to sim- 
ilar scenes in less tropical sur- 
roundings. How little I ever 
thought when I wandered on the 
moonlight beaches on the coast of 
Maine, that I would one day see 
one in Australia and sit all eve- 
ning listening to the waves while 
we talked of America with Ameri- 
can men, who wanted to know 
what was going on at home while 
they fought a war thousands of 
miles away. 

Out here there is great interest 
in the speed of production at home, 
for the men-who have been here 
20 months remember facing the 


enemy with scarcely any plane pro-. 


tection. They went hungry some- 
times for 24 hours, because there 
were not enough planes to fly them 
food, as well as ammunition and 
reinforcements. Now the picture 
is a very different one, but since 
they want to end the‘war, they 
want no lag in the flow of supplies.

B Vitamins

HERE is a fascinating theory 
T about modern civilization that 
1 have already expressed in 
this column, but since it is apropos 
to the subject I am to discuss to- 
day it will bear brief repetition. 
The theory is that the reason s0 
little is accomplished in tropical 
countries is that the heat and per- 
spiration make for a high excre- 
tion of vitamin B from the body, 
so people in those climates are in 
a continual state of vitamin B de- 


ficiency. Since vitamin B may be~ 


called the energy, or pep, vitamin, 

it is obvious that when there is 

a deficiency of vitamin B there is 

a deficiency of energy and work. 
x 'k * 

THE TWO places in the world 
where the climate makes for the 
greatest utilization of vitamin B is 
the northern part of the United 
States and the northern part of 
Europe. Here man shows the 
greatest inclination to energy and 
in the United States this is com- 
bined with the greatest produc- 
tivity of the land and the great- 
est natural resources in the world. 
So it looks as if the future belongs 
to that section of the world. 

Confirming the idea that vita- 
min B is the work, or energy, vita- 
min are some experiments just 


published in which the actual work 


done by a group of human sub- 
jects was carefully measured on 
three diets which contained re- 
spectively an average amount, a 
deficient amount and a large 
amount of Hey B. 


* 

THE SUBJECTS: of the experi- 
ment were healthy young males~ 
medical students, which guaran- 
teed an intelligent co-operation in 
the tests. The work done was 
measured on an electro-dynamio 
brake bicycle which could be ad- 
justed so as to measure the exact 
amount of work done. The sub- 
jects exercised’ on this three times 
a week, which was the-only exer- 
cise they took. 

They were on diet 1, Which was 
a normal diet, adequate in vita- 
min B for about a year. During 
this time their work record grad- 
ually reached a degree of effi- 
ciency so that the week-to-week 
amount, could be represented by a 
straight line. This was consid- 
ered an’ average normal] for each 
subject. 

Then they were put on diet 2, 


which was notably deficient in vi- 


tamin B complex. On this diet 
there was an immediate decrease 
in the work output. Then yeast 
was added to the diet to bring up 
the vitamin B content and the 
work output increased in all sub- 
jects within 48 hours. Within four 
days one subject did more work 
reg he ever did on the normal 
diet. 


A CHECK was made giving the 
deficient diet, and increasing the 
amount of carbohydrate—starch 
and sugar—which oxidize rapidly 
in the body and therefore pre- 
sumably furnish energy, but this 
did not increase the work output 
so long as the vitamin B content 
of the diet was low. 

The results seem to be well 
proved and confirm the theory 
about the influence of climate on 
vitamin B retention and popula- 
tion energy. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 

O. H. 8.:—Is olive oil beneficial 
in healing or curing stomach or 
intestinal ulcers? Is the absence 
of pain in the stomach evidence 
that ulcers no longer exist? 

Answers: Olive oil is soothing 
for ulcers, and for that purpose is 
often used. It is not preventive. 
Absence of pain indicates that the 
ulcer is not active, but ulcers no- 
toriously tend to flare up from 
time to time.

HE doorbell ringing campaign 

which started September 9 and 

will continue through the 30th 
is in reality a campaign to ring 
the Liberty Bell. During this time 
9000 War Block’ Service Workers, 
most of them women, are making 
a door-to-door canvass of their 
neighborhoods in an effort to se- 
cure pledges to put over the Third 
War Loan drive, in which St. 
Louis’ quota is $180,675,000. 

These War Block Service work- 
ers who are under the supervision 
of John J. O’Fallon will receive 
neither medals nor campaign rib- 
bons to wear on their trim blue 
gabardine uniforms though they 
will undoubtedly deserve them by 
the time their 12-day endeavor is 
finished. Not that St. Louisans are 
being inhospitable to these bond 
saleswomen. In fact there is proba- 
bly less screen slamming and ‘pos- 
sum-playing than is usually the 
case in drives requiring solicita- 
tion. But the average American, 
apparently proud of his sales re- 
sistance, seems to have a variety 
of excuses to elude purchase at 
first sight of any product from 
bonds to bunwarmers, and it is 
only after astute thrusts and par- 
ries and much active selling that 
he signs on the dotted line, and 
then smiles smugly as if to say, 
“You didn’t sell me. I was going 
to buy it all the time.” 

At least this was the conclusion 
we reached after a morning of 
trailing one of the War Block 
Service volunteers. Another bit of 
information we will pass on to 
the statisticians is that, all opinion 
to the contrary, Mrs. America or 
Mrs. St. Louis does not hold un- 
disputed control of family funds. 
The majority. of housewives en- 
countered came through with “TI’ll 
have to talk to my husband first.”

HE area being canvassed by 
Tour volunteer worker, Mrs. G. 

H. Sawyer, was the 6000 block 
of Elizabeth avenue, just off Hamp- 
ton, and several of its intersecting 
streets. An uphill street, elm 
shaded, Elizabeth's, residences are 
mostly frame or brick bungalows, 
each with a single peaked gable 
rising from the porch roof, a hippy 
lawn with steep concrete steps cut- 
ting through it, small potted plants 
On the porch ledges. Mrs. Sawyer, 
attractive young housewife who 
lives at 6103 Elizabeth, is a post 
leader for the section of the city 
bounded by Manchester, Hampton, 
Elizabeth, and Knox, and in addi- 
tion acts as block worker for this 
territory near her home, 


“You see, the city is divided into 
police districts,” she explained, 
“and they are divided into zones. 
The zones are divided into posts 
and the posts into blocks. Each 
block worker covers from 15 to 
25 houses and her ‘block’ may ex- 
tend around the corner onto an- 
other street, 

“We've -handled several other 
community projects in this way. 
The first thing we did after we 
were organized was to canvass our 
neighborhoods explaining point ra- 
tioning. Then we made surveys 
for Red Cross home nursing 
classes, for Victory gardens — to 
find out how many people were 
planning gardens and if they had 
ground to share, for 
the WACs, and for the United 
States Employment Bureau, We've 
had very good results from all of 
them.”

A by-product of these war activi- 
ties is the fact that Mrs. Sawyer 
has greatly enlarged her circle of 
neighborhood acquaintances, Since 
she knows most of them now, she 
was able to plan her bond selling 
calls. : 

“Everyone in that house works,” 
she would say, “so I'll go there 
tonight, That woman’s out of 
town. They own a farm and 
they’ve spent a lot of time there

recently. 
start.” 

We rang the bell of the first 
bungalow and Mrs. Sawyer showed 
none of the timidity, or the “hope 
she ain’t in” spirit of many bell 
ringers. 

“Good morning,” she said to the 
housewife who answered the door, 
“I'm from the War Block Service, 
come to sign you up for your extra 
bond.” 

“Well, my husband takes care of 
all that. He’s been buying them 
regular at work.” 

“Yes, I know, but this is an extra 
one, for the Third War Loan drive. 
Our boys need more materials, you 
know, and we can’t let them 
down.” 


“Well—could I talk it over with | 


him, and let you know? He’s buy- 
ing 20 per cent where he works.” 

“Could you call him now? I have 
to make a report anyway, and 
that would save me an extra trip. 
Unless he says, ‘No,’ and then I'll 
have to come back and talk to 
him,”

HE woman went to the phone, 
T came back in a few minutes, 
smiling.

Stickers will be checked in a city- 
wide roll call, and every block that 
has pledged 100 per cent gets an 
extra sticker. Of course we want 
to make Elizabeth 100 per cent.” 

All the housewives weren't as 
cordial as our first prospect. One 
sullen looking woman stood and 
glared, grunted an ungracious, “I'll 
see,” and shut the door. Such re- 
ceptions were in the minority. In 
the majority were the women who 
had to ask their husbands about 
the purchase. 

In several of -these cases Mrs. 
Sawyer made arrangements to re- 
turn in the evening. In some cases 
she furnished housewives with ver- 
bal ammunition with which to sell 
their husbands on the idea. 

“T know how it is,” she would 
say to plaints of personal budget 
problems. “We didn’t think we 
could do it, either, but you get to 
figuring and you find you can.” 

Or again, “We all have taxes and 
expenses, but we should remember 
that in England 60% of their in- 
come goes for taxes and Here we 
pay just 20%.

North’s two spades bid was 
wrong on two separate counts. For 
one thing, it is almost always wise 
to rebid a six-card major suit be- 
fore mentioning a four-card major; 
for another, the two spade bid 
was a “reverse,” and North should 
have had about one more honor 
trick to justify it. South’ might 
well have gone a bit slower toward 
the slam, but in view of his excel- 
lent hand he cannot be blamed 
for feeling that, after North had 
reversed, there must be a splendid 
play for 12 tricks. 

West opened a spade. East won 
and returned a diamond. Declarer - 
finessed, and that was that! 

As I have said, the contract was 
far from sound, but, as a matter 
of fact, it could have been made 
by proper play, plus a good guess. 
Declarer should have realized that 
East would not have returned a 
diamond: if he had held the king. 
Dummy had no diamonds, hence 
East would scarcely present de- 
clarer with the opportunity for a 
winning finesse. The proper play 
was to win East’s diamond return 
with the ace and lead the heart 
jack through West. The latter 
would cover and the king would 
win. Now the success of the con- 
tract would depend entirely on de- 
clarer’s guess of the next heart 
play. He could return to his hand 
with a club and finesse against 
the 10 in West’s hand or could 
play for the drop of the 10 spot 
frem East. The latter plan would 
win, of course, and considering 
East's play of the eight spot on 
the first heart lead, this would be 
the correct decision—unless East
